NORWALK, Calif., 
(AP)—A big military transport | | ma 
and a Navy night fighter col- 
lided in flight tonight and | 
crashed in. flames into this | 
heavily populated Los Angeles | 
suburb. The planes were re- 
ported to have carried a total 
of 49 persons. 


In the confusion of fire, ex- 
plosion and shock, there was 
no immediate estimate of cas- 
ualties. The Civil Aeronautics 
Administration said the trans- 
port carried 35 passengers and 
a crew of seven. 


The terrific destruction as 
the transport crashed at the 
rear of the Norwalk sheriff's 
station made it unlikely that 
there could be many survivors, 
deputies said. 

The shooting flames set two | 
houses afire. 


The Navy plane fell to the 
northeast of the bigger one and 
set. a second fire. 

Deputy Coroner Lee J. 
Malims said seven bodies had 
been taken from the transport 
“and there'll be a lot more.” 
Jim Tucker of Norwalk said he 
saw three bodies inside the 
wreckage of the smaller plane. 

He said he talked to a Navy 
airman who had been Ccata- 
pulted out of the wreckage. He 
said this injured man told him 
the fighter plan carried seven 
persons. 

The transport had taken off 
from nearby Long Beach Mu- 
nicipal Airport bound for Ma- 
guire Air Force Base, N.J., the 
CAA traffic control tower 
said. It plunged to earth 20 
miles southeast of downtown 
Los Angeles. 

Power Lines Cut. 

The wreckage severed power 
lines and plunged the Norwalk | 
and Downey areas into dark- 
ness.

The CAA at Los Angeles In- 
ternational Airport said it had 
been informed by a witness 
that he saw the big plane and 
a single engine craft collide. 
A. J. Franklin telephoned the 
CAA that he was driving on, 
the Santa Ana freeway when 
he saw the collision. 

Franklin, the first person to 
report seeing the collision, 
said: 

“I saw a ball of fire in the 
air. I thought it was fire- 
works at first. Then there 
were three or four explosions, 
and I could see a four-engine 
plane coming down out of con- 


trol. 

“In the light of the fire I 
also saw a single-engine plane 
coming down out of control. 

“The big plane was burning 
all the way down—one engine 
after another, kept bursting 
into flames. When it hit there 
was a tremendous burst of fire

First calculations 
had put this figure at 2000 
miles. 

The projectile seems to have 
settled down to a transit time 
of 113 or 114 minutes for each 
circuit of the earth, Dr. Picker- 
ing said. 

How many months or years

Many Requests 

The Governor has been 
asked to place nearly 100 spe-

The requests had to be made 
to Blair because the Legisla- 
ture, when convened in spe- 
cial session, can act only on 
subjects specifically 
called to its attention by the 
Governor. Blair has not an- 
nounced, except in a few 
stances, what proposals he will 
submit in addition to appropria- 
tion bills. 

Despite the large backlog of 
problems requiring legislative 
action, most lawmakers are op- 
posed to trying to handle a 
heavy agenda in the short ses- 
sion.

Ownen as early as the preced- 
ing January had correctly pre- 
dicted the outcome of the re- 
cent World Series, including 
the four victories by Dizzy and 
Paul Dean. Ownen advertised 
a “personal astrological chart” 
for 25 cents. 

During the 30s Ownen was 
delivering lectures on “har- 
monology” and psychic devel- 
opment. He also developed 
“Ownen's Laxative Health 
Bread” which drew the cen- 
sure of the American Medical 
Association's committee = on 
foods. The committee reported 
that. while the label listed 
many beneficial ingredients, it 
failed to warn consumers that 
the bread also contained a 
charge of the purgative drug 
phenolphthalein. 

Ownen’s Vitamin Pills. 

Ownen’s vitamin firm, Hl- 
Lo Products, which operated 
in the 
boulevard, advertised one pill 
as containing “all known and 
unknown vitamins.” The skep- 
tical Pure Food and Drug Ad- 


ministration demanded that

One patient said 
he quit going to the clinic 
when, despite lights, vibrators 
and other electris gadgets used 
in treatments, his backache 
persisted. The former director 
of the clinic is now reported 
to be engaged in preaching in 
another section of Missouri. 

Ironton residents said Own- 
en frequently was away, ap- 
parently attending mectings of 
various “‘associations” to which 
he belonged: Ownen contends 
that he was attending such a 
meeting in Cleveland in 1953 
when he was falsely accused 
of offering to sell a diploma in 


homeopathic medicine for 
$1500 to a Cleveland chiro- 
practor.

Eligibility of seven carnival 
workers’ delegates to hold of- 
fice in Teamsters Local 447, 
which they said they repre- 
sented, is being investigated 
here and at Tampa, Fla., the 
Post-Dispatch learned yester- 
|day. The carnival workers’ 
delegates provided the votes 
Harold J. Gibbons needed for 
election as president of Team- 
sters Joint Council 13 here 
last month. 

Local investigators for the 
McClellan Senate Committee 
have obtained records of Local 
447 from Teamsters files here. 
The records were reported to 
include dues membership 
cards. 

Meanwhile, Washington in- 
vestigators for the committee 
were sent to Tampa to ques- 
tion the seven delegates about 
their membership in the union. 
Rules-prescribe that a union 
member must have been 
in good standing for two years 
before he is eligible for elec- 
tion to office. 

Named by Karsh. 

As was told in last Sunday's 
Post-Dispatch, five of the six 
Tampa carnival workers said 
they were named to office in 
Local 447 by Harry Karsh, 
their St. Louis business agent. 
Vernon F. Korhn, president of 
the local, insisted there was an 
election, but was vague as to 
circumstances. The seventh 
carnival workegs’ delegate to 
' the Jan. 15 election was Karsh. 

Questioning of the carnival 
delegates by a Post-Dispatch 
reporter at Tampa 10 days ago 
revealed that Chet Fowler, a 
trustee of Local 447 and one 
of its delegates at the council 
election, had been in the union 
less than a year. A former 
World:of Mirth carnival em- 
ploye, Fowler joined the Royal 
American Shows, which has 
about 350 Lecal 447 members, 
last season. He was not a union 
member when with the World 
of Mirth carnival 

Karsh organized Local 
under a Teamsters’ charter 
three vears ago, and the five 
other election delegates joined 
at that time. Questions have 
been raised, however, as to the 
continous nature of their mem- 
bership, the Post-Dispatch was 
told.

E. E. (Gene) Walla, defeated 
for Council president by Gib- 
bons 76 to 71, has challenger 
the carnival-.vote in a protest 
filed with the Teamsters In- 
ternationl Union.

FLEES IN HIS CAR 


Men Drive Missourian 
to Paducah — Police 
of Three States Sar- 
round City. 


PADUCAH, Ky., Feb. 1 (AP) 
—Police from three states, with 
orders to shoot to kill if neces- 
sary, surrounded this western 
Kentucky city tonight on the 
trail of three or four gunmen 
who kidnapped a Missouri 
State trooper in his police car. 

The car's movéments in the 
city were watched, but officers 
held off on any attempt to halt 
it for fear of endangering the 
trooper’s life. Police were in 
communication. with the -car 
over the police radio. 

The men in it and Trooper 
William Little of Troop G@ at 
Willow Springs, Mo., asked for 
a 30-minute period of grace. 
When that ended, police were 
ordered to get the car. 

Col Hugh Waggoner, head 
of the Missouri Highway Pa- 
trol, said he had ordered Mis- 
souri patrol cars to follow the 
vehicle into Kentucky and aid 
in capturing it. He said he 
ordered them to shoot to kill 
if necessary.

p.m. four miles east of Van 
Buren, Mo., on. U.S. Highway 
60. Police were alerted in 
Missouri, Illinois and Ken- 
tucky.

FCC Inquiry 


Continued From Page One. 


Campbell has informed the sub- 
committee that federal law 
“prohibits an officer or em- 
plove of an agency of the 
United States from receiving 
per diem and traveling ex- 
penses from the Government, 
and. in addition, having any 
part of his expenses paid either 
directly or indirectly by an in- 
dividual, association or corpo- 
ration subject to the agency's 
regulatory authority.” 
$575 ‘Satisfactory.’ 

On Nov. 12, 1954, “in con- 
sultation with representatives 
of the National Association of 
Radio and Television Broad- 
casters. Commissioner Doerfer 
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ST.LOUIS POST-DISPATCH 


agreed that further payment to 
him of $575 would be ‘satisfac- 
tory,’” the subcommittee re- 
port says. 

“It was, however, arranged 
that Commissioner Doerfer was 
not to receive this money di- 
rectly from the N.A.R.T.B in 
his own name. 

“Instead, payment was to be 
made in the first Instance to 
one R M. Brown, general 
manager of a radio station in 
Portland, Ore. a check in this 
amount. $575. to cover the 
‘expenses’ of Commissioner 
Doerfer in connection with his 
visit to the N.A.R.T.B. district 
meeting, , was issued on Nov. 
19 by the N.A.R.T.B. payable 
to R. M. ‘Brown. Mr. Brown 
was then to ‘reimburse’ Com- 
missioner Doerfer.” 

Exhibit II of the subcommit- 
tee’s evidence is a check from 
the N.A.R.T.B. to R. M. Brown, 
general manager of radio sta- 
tion KPOJ, Portland, in the 
amount of $575. 

“Thereafter, this $575 check 
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was indorsed by Brown and 
forwarded by him to one Burl 
C. Hagadone, president and 
general manager of a Washing- 
ton state radio station,” the 
memorandum goes on. 


“Hagadone had been in fi- 
nancial charge of the Spokane 
district meeting. Upon receipt 
of this check, Hagadone de- 
cided that it would be best to 
deposit it to his personal ac- 
count, wait a ‘few days,’ and 
then issue his own check to 
Commissioner Doerfer in the 
same amount. 


“He would accompany the 
check with a letter to Com- 
missioner Doerfer., advising 


that it was to ‘cover his (Doer- 
fer’s) personal travel expenses 
to Spokane as N.A.R.T.B.'s 
guest.’ ”’ 
Letter by Hazgadone. 
Exhibit 12 of the staff re- 
port is a photostatic copy of 


a letter from Hagadone to 
Brown, in which Hagadone 
states: 


“TI suggest that the check be 
deposited to my personal ac- 
count and I will issue a check 
to the commissioner in the 
same amount and send it to 
him, along with a letter advis- 
ing that this is to cover his 
personal travel expenses to 
Spokane as our guest at the 
District 17 meeting. 

“This is going a long ways 
around but should achieve the 
desired results as ‘covered in 
Mr. Arney’s letter of Nov. 
19th.” 

The letter is signed, “Burl C. 


Hagadone, president and gen- 
eral manager, radio station 


KNEW, Inland Empire Broad- 
casting Co.” 

The subcommittee staff re- 
port goes on to say: “The $575 
was so handled. The original 
check of the N.A.R.T.B. was 
deposited by Hagadone, Then, 
on Dec. 23, 1954, Hagadone 
drew, upon his personal bank, 
in favor of Commissioner Doer- 
fer, a new check in the same 
amount This check was for- 
warded to Commissioner Doer- 
fer, accepted and indorsed by 
him.” 

Photostatic Copy of Check. 

Exhibit 12 is a photostatic 
copy of a check for $575, drawn 
on the Idaho First National 
Bank, payable to John C. Doer- 
fer and signed by Burl C. 
Hagadone. 


“This round about way de- 
vised for the receipt of money 
by Commissioner Doerfer can 
only be construed as an attempt 
to conceal the payment,” 
Schwartz's memo says. “Other- 
wise, why was not the $575 
paid directly to the commis- 
sioner by the N.A.R.T.B.?” 

Doerfer has admitted accept- 
ing $275 from the association 
to cover his wife's expenses and 
$300, which he said he consid- 
ered an “honorarium” for his 
speech at Spokane. He had Said 
federal statutes permit officials 
to accept a “reasonable” hono- 
rarium for such services. 

The staff memo discusses this 
contention, stating: “Nor can 
it be argued that the monies 
received by Commissioner 
Doerfer from KWTV and the 


. N.A.R:T.B. were in the nature 


of a ‘reasonable honorarium or 
compensation’ in return for the 
‘presentation or delivery of 
publications or papers,’ and 
thus technically permissible un- 
der the Federal Communica- 
Seaeee AAGt. oa, 
For Travel Expenses, 

“For in the instances both of 
KWTV and the N.A.R.T.B., it 
is clear from the documentary 
proof that the cash payments 
were in all instances made to 
Commissioner Doerfer as re- 
imbursement for travel ex- 
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penses of him and his wife. 
(See Exhibits 5, 9, 10, 12.) 
“And, indeed, in the case of 
KWTYV, no ‘speech* was in- 
volved which might even tech- 
nically bring the transaction 
within the terms of the statute. 
“Finally, the supposed inno- 
cent nature of these dealings 
stand in marked contrast with 
the attempt to cloak Commis- 
sioner Doerfer’s receipt from 
the N.A.R.T.B. of the $575 by 
arranging to have payments 
made through ‘R. M. Brown.’ 
“Criminal liability aside, 


these facts, at the very least, 
cast the gravest doubt upon 
this commissioner's compliance 


with the minimum standards of 
conduct which the public has 
the right to expect of a quasi- 
judicial officer.” 
Chronology of Trip. 

Detailing the chronology of 
the trip,-the staff report says: 

“On Oct. 15, 1954, Commis- 
sioner (now Chairman) Doerfer 
of the Federal Communications 
Commission, accompanied by 
his wife, left Washington, 


D.C.. via American Ajirlines 
for Oklahoma City. The full 
fares for both Commissioner 


Doerfer and his wife were paid 
by the general manager of 
station KWTV, Oklahoma City, 
a company subject to the regu- 
latory jurisdiction of the FCC 
Exhibit 1). 

“The following da¥, Oct. 16, 
1954, Commissioner Doerfer at- 
tended the dedication of a new 
television tower of station 
KWTYV. Commissioner Doerfer 
and his wife then remained 
overnight in the Skirwin Ho- 
tel, Oklahoma City, the 
charges, totaling $34.47, being 
billed to, and paid by, station 
KWTYV. 

“The next morning, Oct. 17, 
they departed by plane for 
Spokane, Wash., Commissioner 
Doerfer traveling on a ticket 
purchased and paid for by the 
Government. (Exhibits 2 and 
3). 

Delivered Speech. 

“Commissioner Doerfer and 
his wife remained in Spokane 
that night, as well as the fol- 
lowing night, not leaving 
Spokane until the morning of 
Oct. 19. On Oct. 18, Commis- 
sioner Doerfer attended a lunch- 
eon of a distgict meeting of 
the National Association of Ra- 
dio and Television Broadcasters 
and delivered a speech. 


“During this stay in Spokane, 

Commissioner Doerfer and his 
wife were at all times guests 
of the N.A.R.T.B. Hotel Ac- 
commodations at the rate of 
$50 a night, were provided for 
them at the Hotel Davenport, 
Spokane, Wash. The teatal 
bill of Commissioner Doerfer 
and his wife for the 12 day 
hotel stay—paid in full by the 
N.A.R.T.B. reached $141.16. 
Exhibit 4). 

“Leaving Spokane, Commis- 
sioner Doerfer flew back to 
Washington, D.C., arriving Oct. 
20. This trip, as was the flight 
from Oklahoma City to Spo- 
kane, was made with a Gov- 
ernment-purchased airline 
ticket (Exhibits 2 and 3), 

Benefits Continue. 


“Pecuniary benefits to Com- 
missioner Doerfer in connec- 
tion with this trip were not, 
however, at an end. ‘On Oct. 
22, 1954, Station KWTYV, learn- 
ing that Commissioner Doerfer 
and his wife had not returned 
directly to Washington from 
Oklahoma City using return- 
trip tickets as originally con- 
templated, forwarded to Com- 
missioner Doerfer a check ‘to 
reimburse you for the return 
portion of the ticket’ (Ex- 
hibit 5). 

“This check, in the amount 
of $165.12, was deposited to a 
personal bank account by Com- 
missioner Doerfer on Oct. 25. 
1954 (Exhibit 6), 

That same day. the memo- 
randum states, Doerfer sub- 
mitted a travel voucher to the 
Government, in which he 
claimed reimbursement for air- 
line travel from Oklahoma City 
to Spokane, and from Spokane 
back to Washington. as well as 
per diem allowance for ex- 
penses for five days, 

Committee Controversy, 


Schwartz's original memo on 
the FCC produced a_ bitter 
controversy within the subcom- 
mittee. The first report was 
obtained by several newspa- 
pers, including the Post-Dis- 
patch, despite a 6-to-5 subcom- 
mittee vote to keep it secret. 

In an apparent reference to 
the subcommittee dispute 
Schwartz declares in the new 
report: “The incontrovertible 
nature of the evidence will. it 
is believed, make fully clear 
that this case is not one in 
which an unsubstantiated alle- 
gation has been made.” 

Schwartz, who is professor 
of law at New York Univer- 
sity, said the evidence uncov- 
ered by subcommittee investi- 
gators “shows that, despite the 
fact that his and his wife's ac- 
commodations and expenses 
had been fully paid by others, 
Commissioner Doerfer _ sub- 
mitted a claim to the Govern- 
ment for five days’ per diem 
allowance.”’ 

Six Agencies Under Inquiry. 

The Moulder subcommittee 
held four days of hearings last 
week on the general adminis- 
trative work of six big federal 
regulatory agencies and their 
relations. with the executive 
branch, 

The specific charges against 
some FCC commissioners were 
held over for the hearings 
starting Monday. There have 
been reports that’ the subcom- 
mittee had evidence of miscon- 
duct by some members of other 
regulatory agencies, in particu- 
lar the Civil Aeronautics 
Board. 

The other agencies under 
study are the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission, Securities 
and Exchange Commission, 
Federal Trade Commission and 
Federal Power Commission. 
The subcommittee is trying to 
to determine whether these 
agencies, in their decisions and 
rulings, have thwarted the in- 
tent of Congress.

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HUNTSVILLE, ALA., 
GIVES MEDARIS 
HERO’S WELCOME 


HUNTSVILLE. Ala., Feb. 1 
(AP)—This missile-minded city 
celebrated the nation’s first 
man-made moon far into the 
Might and then turned out in 
@housands to give a hero's wel- 
come to Maj. Gen. John B. 
Medaris, commanding general 
of the Army ballistic missile 
agency. 

Today is the second anni- 
versary of the ABMA at Red- 
stone arsenal and a big birth- 
day party had been planned 
well in advance of the success- 
ful firing last night of the Ex- 
plorer, ladnched by a Jupiter C 
built by Redstone personnel. 

Medaris returned today from 
Cape Canaveral, Fla., and sat 
on the reviewing stand as 
thousands poured into the huge 
Army installation for an open 
house. 

The day's festivities includ- 
ed a static firing of the Jupiter, 
the Army entry in the interme- 
diate ballistic missile field. It 
differs from the Jupiter C in 
that its designed range is 1500 
miles. 

Downtown Huntsville was 
jammed with celebrators short- 
lv after the Jupiter C sent the 
Explorer into orbit last night 

Sirens signaled the news of 
the successful launching 
Huntsville’s 56,000 residents 
had been told earlier the sirens 
would sound if Jupiter C suc- 
ceeded.

thus little aerodynamic friction 
to slow the satellite rotation. 
But there is enough air to pro- 
duce a braking effect even- 
tually. This not only will slow 
the spinning action but reduce 
the forward centrifugal speed 
until it drops below the point 
necessary for offsetting the 
pull of gravity. The satellite 
then will descend at a fast and 
faster rate, finally to plunge 
into the atmosphere and burn 
up like a meteor. 

Launched almost exactly 
four months after the first 
Russian Sputnik was fired last 
Oct. 4, the American satellite, 
though much lighter, flies fast- 
er and is believed to gather 
more different types of scien- 
tific information than the Rus- 
sian model. 

Yet the greater weight of the 
second Sputnik, launched Nov. 
3 with a dog inside — 1126 
pounds as against only 30.8 
pounds for the combined last

ORD FRICK made a wise 

decision when he turned 

the All-Star game lineup 
over to the major league 
managers, players and 
coaches. It was a seemingly 
attractive idea to let the 
fans do the voting—the idea 
was that it was their game 
and they should do the pick- 
ing—but it was an awkward 
method and finally proved to 
be unworkable. 


All respectable voting is 
predicated on the idea of a 
person casting only one vote. 
As the fan vote worked out, 
a few peaple were voting 
scores or even hundreds of 
times and it was bound to 
be that way as long as the 
balloting was in the hands 
of the public. 

There should be no com- 
plaint about what happened 
in Cincinnati last year and 
the year before. The Redleg 
fans were asked to vote for 
their favorites. There were 
no restrictions as to how 
many votes any individual 
could cast and so thousands 
poured out of the Ohio area 
for members of the Red- 
legs. That was a fine demon- 
stration of enthusiasm and 
proved for Powel Crosley 
that in and around Cincin- 
nati the Redlegs had a large 
and loyal following. 

Before Frick finally de- 
cided to let the players, 
managers and coaches do the 
picking there was some toy- 
ing with the idea of distrib- 
uting ballots to persons who 
attended ball games. That 
would not have been work- 
able, either. At least it 
would not have prevented 
the stuffing of ballot boxes.

Players, had they been 
voting last year, surely would 
have put Willie Mays of. the 
Giants and Hank Aaron of 
the Braves on the All-Star 
teams, and saved Frick the 
trouble of nullifying the fan 
vote by including those two 
stars on the National League 
squad, 

Players should feel more 
highly honored, to have their 
opponents select them as the 
most worthy representatives 
of their league, than to feel 
that they made the All-Star 
roster by reason of ballot-box 
stuffing by adoring fans. 

This might be a good way 
to pick Conference All-Star 
teams in college football. 
Certainly the linemen on a 
football team know best 
about the ball carriers they

In 1916 the. Republicans de- 
nounced the Wilson policy of neu- 
trality but proposed nothing basic- 
ally different. 

In 1920 they denounced the 
League of Nations but were vague 
about our own peace program. 

In 1924 the Republicans stood 
against the League, while the Dem- 
ocrats called for a national refer- 
endum on the question of joining 
the League with reservations. 

In 1928 the Democrats denounced 
the Republican foreign policy but 
proposed nothing basically differ- 
ent: they ignored the League. 

In 1932 they dropped the League 
flat, thus finally adopting the Re- 
publican anti-League licy which 
they had previously denounced. 

In 1940 the Republicans de- 
nounced the Roosevelt foreign pol- 
icy but proposed nothing basically 
different. 

In 1948 and in 1952 they de- 
nounced the Truman foreign policy 
but proposed nothing basically dif- 
ferent. 

In 1956 the Democrats denounced 
the Eisenhower foreign policy but 
proposed nothing basically differ- 
ent. They are doing likewise now. 

In our politics we have no real 


debate. Instead, we have wild self- 
appraisal and wilder accusations, 
inconsistencies, evasions, half- 


truths, utter rudeness, and general 
unfairness. There is no search for 
wisdom or for truth. 

On the most vital points the 
parties frighten each other into si- 
lence and inaction, or into action of 
the wrong kind. Each party is the 
captive of the other. 

This partisan madness has pro- 
duced foreign policies which have 
not brought peace or security. To- 
day all parties agree that the na- 
tion faces the greatest peril in its 
history. 

We smashed Germany and Japan, 
' and built up Russia and China. But 
now we seek to strengthen our for- 
mer foes because they are our po- 
tential allies against our former 
friends.

The federal education program which the Ad- 

ministration sent to Congress last week faces 
many hazards. One is the possibility that a 
church-state controversy may block action on it. 
Federal aid to education has foundered on the 
church issue before. This time, men of good 
will must work together to develop a program 
which, while preserving the traditional and de- 
sirable separation of church and state, averts 
the waste of valuable educational resources, 
' Such a program can be founded, we believe, 
on the common-sense application of two prin- 
ciples: First, that public funds shall not be 
used to support religious education; and sec- 
ond, that the use of public funds to develop 
secular education shall not be subject to relig- 
ious discrimination. 

A major part of the Administration program 
is the provision of college scholarships and fel- 
lowships, with special emphasis on scientific 
study and teacher training. This part of the 
program represents aid to the individual, not 
the college. It should be granted without re- 
spect to the religious faith of the individual or 
church connection of the college which he 
elects to attend. The scholarships should be on 
the same footing as grants under the G.I, bill 
of rights, going to qualified individuals who can 
use them in any qualified institution.

A second part of the Administration program 
consists of direct grants to universities for de- 
velopment of their graduate schools. Many edu- 
cators consider this the most important part of 
all. For it is designed, along with graduate fel- 
lowships for prospective teachers, to expand fa- 
And 
the latter are critical to the whole program. 

Should such grants be denied to universities 
with a church connection, like St. Louis Univer- 
sity, for example? We do not believe so, Grad- 
uate schools for the training of teachers in 
physics, chemistry, history or literature are not 
engaged in religious education even though 
some of them may be operated by church-owned 
universities. Would there be any real differ- 
ence between federal aid for the improvement 
of a physics laboratory at Washington Univer- 
sity, and federal aid for precisely the same pur- 
pose at St. Louis U.? Why erect a doctrinaire 
and unreal barrier to the full utilization of the 
nation’s educational resources at this level? 

” ” a 

Universities like St. Louls U. already receive 
federal grants for research in their graduate 
schools of medicine, dentistry and social work. 
It would be splitting hairs to deny them similar 
grants for equally secular branches of graduate 
training under the new education program. So 
long as aid goes to non-religious education in 
graduate schools, it cannot fairly be denied to 
church-connected universities. 

Education in the elementary and secondary 
schools is quite another matter. At that level, 
church-owned schools exist for the primary pur- 
pose of religious education in a particular faith, 
and for many reasons, both practical and consti- 
tutional, public funds ought not to be granted 
to them. In universities, it is possible to sep- 
arate secular from religious education. 

Here then is the logical place to draw the line. 
That part of the federal program which consists 
of aid to high schools for the improvement of 
teaching in science and mathematics should be 
confined to public schools. Those parts which 
consist of aid to individuals or aid to graduate 
training in non-religious subjects should be open 
to all qualified persons and institutions. 
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G.M. for a Tax Cut 


It is unnecessary to go into the ancient ques- 
tion of what is good for General Motors, etc., to 
appreciate the gulf between the nation’s eco- 
nomic prospects as viewed by President Eisen- 
hower on the one hand and Harlow H. Curtice, 
G.M. president, on the other. 

Mr. Curtice told the Senate Anti-Trust com- 
mittee that an across-the-board tax reduction is 
needed to restore confidence and set the econo- 
my on the upturn. Very few economists or busi- 
ness men have spoken out so unequivocally on 
that subject. Quite clearly, Mr. Curtice does 
not go along with those who are saying that the 
upturn is bound to come of its own accord later 
in the year. He wants action to make sure of it. 

Mr. Eisenhower, speaking at a Republican 
breakfast, stressed the theme of an automatic 
upturn and ridiculed the “political Cassandras” 
who are urging strong governmental] action to 
check the recession. Is the president of Gen- 
eral Motors a political Cassandra? It is hard 
to believe that Mr. Eisenhower would classify 
him that way, and so we assume that what Mr. 
Curtice has to say is getting more attention in- 
side the Administration than a presidential ad- 
dress to a political meeting might make it appear. 

In the 1953-54 recession the Administration 
did exactly what Mr. Curtice is proposing it do 
now-—~-permitted a tax cut to take effect in order 
to stimulate purchasing power and overcome a 
business decline. It is not at all beyond the 
bounds of possibility that the same strategy will 
be needed again. We hope Administration atti- 
tudes do not become frozen against it.

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Class in Myrmecology 

Dr. Harlow Shapley, who rose from farmboy 
at Nashville, Mo. (pop. 85), to be at home among 
the galaxies of the Milky Way, amused the St. 
Louis Harvard Club with a story of ants on the 
Moscow state banquet table. Two ants had 
crawled from a bowl of fruit onto the Kremlin's 
linen when the Harvard astronomer, who headed 
a delegation of visiting scientists, captured the 
brash trespassers and impounded them in a 
small vial of vodka, Later Dr. Shapley was 
baffled to find only one ant in the corked 
bottle, but his perceptive wife suggested that 
at the late hour of the banquet Dr. Shapley had 
probably “seen” two, 


This jocular reference to ants reminded us 
of a book that had recently come te our desk. 
Entitled “The Ants,” it is by Dr. Wilhelm 
Goetsch, famous Austrian myrmecologist (spe- 
cialist in ant life and times). We learned at the 
outset never to say “the ant,” since there are 
known to be 6000 varieties, sizes ranging from 
one inch in length down to one twenty-fifth of 
an inch. We gained immediately a new respect 
for ants on finding out that they can do some- 
thing utterly beyond human beings — smell 
shape, That is, an ant's supersensitive antennae 
enable it to smell whether an object is round or 
square, hard or soft. This remarkable ability 
means a lot down at the grass roots. 

The world of ants is a woman's world even 
more than it is up here. Queens run the show 
in the best Amazonian fashion. The masses of 
workers and soldiers in ant society also are fe- 
males, Males are less numerous and appear only 
at stated intervals, necessary for continuation 
of ant life, They have smaller bodies and less 
brains than the females. Dr. Goetsch alarmed 


native ants on Capri and Majorea. Arriving with 


’ 
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coffee in New Orleans, the combative Argen- 
tine ants are now as far north as Tennessee. 
Missouri and Illinois ants soon will be manning 
the anthill ramparts against the invaders. 

So there is good reason for the ant scouts 
that are out all over the place. That essential 
but seemingly aimless scouting is what led Mark 
Twain to make his thoughtless remark that ants 
are “the dumbest of all animals.” Pilot Clemens 
may have known the habits of the Mississippi, 
but he was woefully weak in his myrmecology. 
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The Explorer Into Space 

America’s Explorer, its first space satellite, 
is transmitting messages of reassurance to the 
entire free world as it spins around the earth at 
18,000 miles an hour. 

When Russia launched Sputnik I four months 
ago, we described this as an impressive achieve- 
ment in terms of science, armaments and propa- 
ganda. Explorer may now be considered in the 
same terms. 

The propaganda value of the new satellite is 
already apparent. From London to Helsinki to 
Tokyo, the reaction is summed up in the words, 
“At last.” A Rome newspaper speaks of the 
“hour the free world has awaited anxiously.” 
The Danish press says Explorer “finally puts 
the West in the running in the race to space.” 

Thus Explorer emphasizes how much the free 
world depends on United States leadership in 
many fields apart from politics, even to an ex- 
tent in the International Geophysical Year. 
Hindsight surely indicates that the Eisenhower 
Administration misjudged world opinfon when 
it early decided not to regard I1.G.Y. satellites 
in terms of a “race.” 

It was a race, as the “Administration had 
found when it permitted the Army to try to 
launch an artificial moon with the Jupiter C 
missile. America is now in the race. 

From the standpoint of military progress, the 
results of the successful launching are not 60 
clear. The Army contended months ago that it 
should send up a satellite and has proved its 
point. Taken together with the Air Force's re- 
cent launchings of two first-stage Atlas missiles, 
Explorer suggests that the United States is mak- 
ing real progress in missiles, How far we may 
lag behind Russian progress is another question. 

To the layman’s eye, the fact is that Russia 
was able to send a half-ton object into space, 
while America later sent up an object weighing 
31 pounds. This contrast does not necessarily 
measure the difference in rocket power, but 
there is no doubt that a difference remains. 
Responsible military men have testified to that. 
And while Explorer will restore confidence in 
the missiles program, it also should add im- 
petus to the Pentagon’s efforts. 

Despita its limited size, Explorer is undoubt- 
edly a remarkable scientific achievement. Rus- 
sian scientists have conceded the point in con- 
gratulatory statements. Scientists here and in 
Britain point out that Explorer, though smaller 
than Sputnik I or IT, yet may carry more scien- 
tific measuring equipment because of “minia- 
turizing” the instruments. It also is believed to 
be flying farther into space. The benefits in 
space research are yet to come. 

Thus the two great powers of the earth have 
now entered the space age. By doing so they 
have made the earth and their own rivalry look 
somewhat smaller. The flight of the Explorer 
ought to encourage mankind to seek to control 
the exploration of space for the peace of his 
little world below. 
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Jenner’s Latest Tirade 

It is clear from a speech delivered by Sena- 
tor Jenner that the United States is in mortal 
danger but the greatest enemy apparently is no 
external foe but a fearful, dastardly combine 
right here at home. Denouncing the business 
men and students of defense problems who com- 
piled the Gaither and Rockefeller reports, the 
Indiana Republican told the so-called Women’s 
Patriotic Conference in Washington: 


We have two defense programs. One is 
made up of American military and civilian 
patriots to protect America. The other is 
made, high above the Cabinet departments, 
by a little group of political, legal and finan- 
cia] planners who want our defense program 
to be costly, centralized, soft and inter- 
nationalist. 3 


This nonsense recalls the Jenner of a decade 
ago who made the personal attack on the Senate 
floor on the integrity and loyalty of Gen. 
George C. Marshall. It is a reminder that the 
country is fortunate that this utterly irresponsi- 
ble Senator is not running for re-election this 
year and that in 11 months he will no longer be 
a member of the Congress. 
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Fish Better Than Fishermen ? 

Certain fish are as good at angling—or per- 
haps even better—than fishermen. No tricks 
stacking the contest in favor of the water-dwell- 
ers are involved. According to the Smithsonian 
Institution, these fish (Antennariidae) use fish 
poles carried at the end of the snout, and a bait 
which looks like a marine worm. When another 
fish glides along for a nibble, they strike. 

In issuing a bulletin about them, the Smith- 
sonian admits that they are rather “sparsely 
scattered,” mostly in tropical waters, and that 
not very much is known about them as yet ex- 
cept that they are “fantastically hideous.” 

But while they cannot have read Walton’s 
“Compleat Angler,” have they discovered for 
themselves his all-important lesson that the 
angler may hope for success only if he ap- 
proaches his prey with a caution which is al- 
most stealth? 

Many a splashing, shouting, once-a-year would- 
be angler, even though accoutered by Abercrom- 
bie & Fitch, has not learned this. So the Anten- 
nariidae have a better claim than he to mem- 
bership in the Brotherhood of the Angle. Wheth- 
er they are admitted or not remains to be seen, 
So far, none has sent in an application. Per- 
haps they believe they can beat the brothers 
and, so, need not join them. 


Congress's Loose Purse 

Once again Congress confronts the opportu- 
nity—and the responsibility—to enact legisla- 
tion which will improve its control of eur grow- 
ing appropriations. As things stand, Congress 
loses control of over-all appropriations for long- 
range projects as soon as the money has been 
appropriated. The matter would be reviewed 
every year by Congress under a reform pro- 
posed by the second Hoover Commigsion on 
Organization of the Executive Branch of the 
Government. 

This prudent, and potentially money-saving 
legislation passed the Senate last year but after 
being reported out by committees of the House 
was prevented by opponents from coming to 
the floor for a vote in that chamber. 

As President Eisenhower said of the legisla- 
tion in his budget message: “This is a busi- 
nessliike approach.” The existing method of 
operation, by the same token, is unbusinesslike 
the extreme.

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Science: the Megabutk Era 


Mathematician Sees Demoralization in Mass Research 


Norbert Wiener, Massachusetts 


Institute of Technology, in 
The New Republic 


The period beginning with World 
War II has seen a great change in the 
concept of scientific research and in 
the procedures by which this research 
is realized. Previously the chief sector 
of scientific research was academic, 
and a large part of the workers in 
that field were individual scientists 
following out their own ideas with the 
least expensive apparatus they could 
throw together. 

Even before World War II a new 
type of mass research, largely spon- 
sored by the great 
industrial firms, 
had begun to come 
into vogue here in 
America. In this 
research, science 
was primarily re- 
garded as a profit- 
able investment. 

The war led to a 
rapid development of military scien- 
tific work similar to the industrial 
scientific work. One difference be- 
tween the two types of mass research 
is, however, significant. 

The United States Government is 
much richer than any of the individ- 
ual corporations existing under it, and 
the need for immediate results was so 
enormous as to produce a lavishness 
in the use of money which no corpora- 
tion could afford in times of peace. 

The result is that we are in a period 
in which the normal type of research 
has ceased to be the private research 
of individual scholars at the great uni- 
versities and has come to be a highly 
organized mass undertaking. 


One of the Era’s Paradoxes 


One of the paradoxes of this era 
is the relative ease with which large 
sums of money for great and highly 
organioed investigations are obtain- 
able, and increasing unwillingness of 
the Government, the foundations, and 
industrial firms to spend moderate 
sums for investigations of moderate 
scope. We are living In what Von 
Neumann called the Megabuck era. 

The costliness of administering 
many small projects has led dispensers 
of money to view them with a jaun- 
diced eye. It has become easier to 
obtain a million dollars in a single 
grant than in a multiplicity of small 
grants. And it is even easier to ob- 
tain a single grant of $1,000,000 than 
a single grant of $10,000 to $100,000. 

This has had, and is having, an evil 
effect on scientifie research all down 
the line, and is an important element 
in creating the lamentable situation 
which has been made clear to the pub- 
lie by the coming of Sputnik.

The 
younger men in our modern mwass 
projects have been relegated to the 
place of technicians. They have been 
deprived of all responsibility, both by 
the new rules of security and wy. Be

On the one hand, in the eyes of their 
technical subordinates, they have only 
a remotely derived authority. On the 
other, they appear to their adminis- 
trative superiors as very little more 
than a higher grade of technicians. 

So much of our new research work 
is sponsored by defense agencies that 
it is naturally dominated by the un- 
derstood policies of these agencies in 
matters of security. These policies 
seem to be based on the belief that 
the possibility of a leak of. informa- 
tion to the enemy is an immediate 
and obvious danger, but that the dam- 
age which may accrue to our own 
projects by an interference with the 
free communication of those working 
on these projects is something remote 
and not very important. 

The result is that scientific work 
tends to be divided into small closed 
compartments with the men on one 
project kept deliberately uninformed 
of the work going on in another. 

When original scientific minds play 
the role of rather nondescript subordi- 
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nates, it is quite impossible for them 
to penetrate outside of their own 
problems except through a sort of in- 


tuitive uessing, which Is not encour- 
aged, Much of the design of the new 
devices is done pidécemeal. 


Furthermore the component parts 


of a big design are handed over to 
men who cannot obtain the full crit- 
icism of their colleagues until the 
structures they have designed have 
been assembled and have succeeded 
or failed. 

When the administrators of great 
projects are not at the same time the 
original minds of these projects, they 
will often be incompletely acquainted 
with the scientific aspects of the 
work. This may have a tendency to 
put them on the defensive and to 
make them unwilling to submit their 
efforts to searching criticism. 

Secrecy gives them a ready-made 
excuse for avoiding this. criticism. 
Thus secrecy, entered into out of our 
motive of national security, has be- 
come the best protection for incompe- 
tent mediocrity. 


The path upon which our mass sci- . 


ence has entered has many disadvan- 
tages, some of which we are beginnin 
to find out the hard way. These disad- 
vantages will not be aliayed until we 
have made a considerable return to 
standards of pre-Megabuck science. 
Whether we shall Be able to halt 
the present vogue for the cult of the 
big, I do not know. 
indication that we can do anything 
about it short of radical reconstruc- 
tion of our teaching and of our ideals 
of integrity. Perhaps a soul-searching 
in these matters will come when we 
have been hurt badly enough by pres- 
ent trends to have developed some- 
thing like a consciousness of sin.

The Dickens 


HOGARTH AND THE

In face of 
the facts of Dickens’s emotional tan- 
gles and evil rumors fed on a lack of in- 
formation about his personal affairs, 
they relied on a denial of evidence and 
basked in the sweet sentiment of idol- 
atry.

control any item that might hint at less 
than perfect humanity in the man she 
worshipped. 

As Mr. Adrian sensibly argues, the 
process of bowdlerizing defeats itself, 
since rumors persist and, for lack of 
evidence to disprove them, grow into 
scandal.

THE SUPREME COURT MEMBER is no less plain” 
spoken when he talks about the tendency of many Americans 
to take the attitude that military men can solve our impor- 
tant problems.

Here, as with respect to the Supreme Court division, Jus- 
tice Douglas calls for “the force of public opinion marshaled 
against this trend” of reliance on military men and their 
essentially limited experience and judgment. In this one 
reader's opinion, not many books so important as this one 
will be published this year.

MR. ALAN WOOD (now deceased) has tried to serve 
this greatness well. He has talked with Russell and a 
long list of Russell's acquaintances and intimates; he has 
studéed both Russell’s major works and the vast accumula- 
tion of his fugitive pieces; he tries to give us a systematic 
picture of a mental and personal history that was unsys- 
tematic. He attempts to focus his variegated material to 
general statements that are both cautious and just. 

But often the reader is uneasy as when, for example, Mr. 
Wood credits Russell with a wit superior to Shaw's. For 
what has actually come through in the record is some- 
times wit and sometimes wisecrack. At a Sicilian picnic 
Russell observed, “I’m as drunk as a lord, but then, I 
am a Lord, so it’s all right, isn’t it?” When challenged 
about a lack of belief in marriage, Russell replied, “Don’t 
be silly. Look at how many times I’ve been married.” Here 
and elsewhere,.evidence does not bear.out the buildup. 


Mr. Wood gives us capsule analyses of Russell’s books on 
current problems and sees prophetic foresight in what 
Russell said of the Russians in the ’20s and the A-bomb 
in the °40s; Wood also notes the times when Russell 
was wrong. The _ biographer—justly—distinguishes a gap 
between Russell the philosopher and Russell the propagandist 
for enlightened causes. Finally, he makes a partial attempt 
to establish Russell’s basic originality as a thinker; these are 
the least successful chapters of the book since the ideas 
adduced turn out to be the stock in trade of a good many 
educated people and not particularly of Russell. 

IN SHORT, Russell as a great man has not found 
his biographer; indeed, Mr. Wood’s prosaic book suggests

Richard J. Neutra, Sibyl Moholy-Nagy on Questions of Art

SOME ENERGETIC expressions 
as to the state of architecture were 
made in St. Louis when, within a few 
days of each other, Richard J. Neutra, 
the noted architect, and Sibyl Moholy- 
Nagy, the noted architectural historian, 
Were a: town, 


“I think we architects have lost a lot 
of contact with the people,” said Neutra. 


“Unless we find a new justification 
for the architect as artist, our profes- 
sion is doomed,” said Mrs. Moholy-Nagy. 


Neutra came.to talk to a meeting of 


hospital administrators about the ef- 
fects of hospital design on sick people, 
and he also spoke informally at the 
Washington University School of Archi- 
tecture. Neutra was born in Vienna, 
and now lives at Los Angeles. He has 
designed houses, schools, office build- 


ings and hospitals in many parts of the 
world. Current projects include the 
United States Embassy at Karachi, 
Pakistan; a municipal theater topped 
with a 60-story office building at Cara- 
cas, Venezuela, and six junior colleges 
in Florida. His name is pronounced 
“Noytra.” 

Mrs. Moholy-Nagy (the last name {fs 
pronounced “‘Noggy’’) is from Brooklyn, 
where she teaches architectural history 
and design at Pratt Institute. She is the 
author of “Native Genius in Anonymous 
Architecture,” reviewed recently in this 
space; has just delivered a series of ad- 
dresses at the University of Southern 
Illinois at Carbondale, and came here 
to address architecture students at 
Washington University. She is the 
widow of Laszlo Moholy-Nagy, founder 
of the Chicago Institute of Design and 
earlier an instructor in the famous

Mrs. Moholy-Nagy’s talk was about 
“Architecture—Art or Design?’ and she 
came loaded for bear. 

“It is a strange and weird experi- 
ence,” she said, ‘“‘to be involved with a 
profession that has rallied its most vig- 
orous young talent in a combined effort 
of committing professional suicide. Like 
avid Christians, architects throng to the 
arena to have themselves devoured by 
the engineers. 

“‘THERE IS A POSITIVELY 
schizophrenic quality in the overempha- 
sis put in our best schools of architec- 
ture on the 57 Varieties of stressed, 
twisted, hung, folded, floating or an- 
chored reinforced concrete vaults — to 
the greater and greater detriment of all

It was Mrs. Moholy-Nagy’s theme that 
the architect no longer asserts his posi- 
tion as an artist. She said that this be- 
gan early in the twentieth century with 
three events: 

1. The 1909 “Manifesto of Futurism,” 
by the Italian poet Marinetti, declaring 
that “a roaring motor car is more beau- 
tiful than Victory of Samothrace.” 

2. The Bathaus, which, in its empha- 
sis on functional design, introduced the 
rationalized building, the ‘“mass-pro- 
duced technological shelter.” 

3. The “pragmatic art experience” of 
William James and John Dewey. 
Through them, she said, “art received a 
new function as therapy and pedagogi- 
cal expedient, offering self-expression 
to the congested ego of housewife, 
problem child, the insane, the elderly, 
and more recently to zoo inmates.” 


TODAY, SHE SAID, “Marinetti’s 
‘roaring motor car’ has begotten a fin- 
fanniéd offspring which is the sole re- 
sponsibility of the engineers; the Bau- 
haus equation of artist and artisan was 
good for design in some fields, but it 
resulted in a matchbox architecture,” 
and John Dewey, “by making art a pro- 
ficiency attainable to all, has deprived 
our students of the devotional experi- 
ence of standing in awe before great- 
ness.” 

A weakness of modern architecture, 
said Mrs. Moholy-Nagy, is its denial of 
the permanence of buildings, its consid- 
ering them as temporary design prod- 
ucts. “But buildings remain beyond the 
the lifetime of the builder, and exert 
their life-shaping influences whether 
they are good or bad. Our visual land- 
scape is strewn with the relics of yes- 
terday’s one-generation buildings.” 

Both Mrs. Moholy-Nagy and Neutra 
paid their deep respects to one of St. 
Louis’s most distinguished buildings, 
the Louis Sullivan structure at Seventh 
and Chestnut streets, formerly the 


Wainright Building and now called the 
Missouri Insurance Building. 

“IT was moved almost to tears by the 
Wainright Building,” said Mrs. Moholy- 
Nagy. “Sullivan’s obsession was the 
modern city, in which each commercial 
building expresses the vitality and lead- 
ership of a new hierarchy. Sullivan 
used engineering techniques, but he 
was not a structural engineer. He was 
PURE ARCHITECT in the sense in 
which Brunelleschi set out to give new 
shape to the new urban glory of Flor- 
ence.” 


NEUTRA SAID that he ranks the 
Wainright Building among the great 
architectural monuments of America, a 
bulwark against our tendencies of de- 
veloping a “machine-like environment.” 

“The tearing down of the old Mer- 
chants Exchange building and the pro- 
posed tearing down of the old post 
office makes me feel that something 
needs to be done about St. Louis,” he 
said. 

“Our everyday impressions of the 
shapes all around us finally determine 
what we are. It has been proved in 
zoology. The chaotic shape, the amor- 
phousness of American cities, includ- 
ing St. Louis and East St. Louis, is 
biologically unbearable.” 

One of Neutra’s happiest moments, he 
said, was when, after serving as one of 
the judges of the St. Louis riverfront 
design project, he handed the $40,000 
first prize award to Eero Saarinen. 

“I have seen that arch on letterheads 
of business firms and in various promo- 
tional literature,” he said. “I hope 
some day to visit St. Louis and to find 
the original arch where it belongs—on 
the riverfront at your gateway to the 
West.”

Changes in English Education 


American ‘Life Adjustment’ Ideas Finding Favor

‘‘LIFE-ADJUSTMENT’?’ is be- 
coming a dirty word in American edu- 
cation, besmirched by the achievements 
of the unadjusted but not unlearned 
Russian scientists. Ironically, the term 
is finding increasing. favor in England, 
where basketweaving and driver train- 
ing are beginning to be taken as seri- 
ously as Latin and Greek. While St. 
Louis schools are starting a _ three- 
track program of high school educa- 
tion, England’s strictly separated three- 
track system is under attack. 


For the past decade life-adjustment 
schools have concentrated upon teach- 
ing students how to get along with each 
other. Learning was fun, and in some 
cases, dispensable. Educators diverted 
gifted students from that anti-social 
habit, study, and into group projects, 
where they learned to understand their 
slower fellows, if not to understand 
higher mathematics, foreign languages 
and more abstract things. The product 
has been the organization man of W. H. 
Whyte, a person skilled at managing 
people, if not in making things. 

English educators have traditionally 
geared their system for the bright 
pupil, on the assumption that schools 
are for children ready and able to learn. 
There was no debate about the desired 
curriculum—Latin, Greek, history, Eng- 
lish, mathematics and science, in about 
that order of preference. Students who 
couldn’t make this steep grade, and 
most couldn’t, were turned out to work 
at the age of 18. In their working life 
they learn how to adjust to life. 


THE PRODUCT HAS BEEN A 
nation with a small excellently edu- 
cated class of leaders, people who are 
good and know it. Their followers 
are workers and technicians, the best 
of whom are well educated, thanks to 
an extensive program of night classes 
and part-time study; jhe masses are 
often depressingly ana Ameri- 
can educators have criticized this sys- 
tem as undemocratic, because it offers 
relatively little to the majority. Eng- 
lish educators have dismissed the 
American idea as unintelligent, be- 
cause it does not discriminate enough 
between majority and minority needs. 
The exigencies of the cold war have 
forced both nations to turn their at- 
tention from the motes to the beams. 


The big debate in England today is 
whether or not students should con- 
tinue to be separated into different high 
schools according to their abilities. 
The sorting out is done by examination 
at the age of 11, when pupils com- 
plete their elementary education. About 
70 per cent go to secondary modern 
schools, where they receive a mixture 
of academic and vocational training 


low-average academic intelligence. At 
a5 the great majority quit school for 
work. About 4 per cent attend tech- 
nical high schools for training in me- 
chanics and engineering that continues 
up to 18. The top 25 per cent academ- 
ically go to grammar schools, the gate- 
way to university entrances and to the 
better jobs in business, the civil serv- 
ice and the professions. 


WHILE THE SECONDARY 
modern and technical schools are simi- 
lar to American high schools, the gram- 
mar schools contrast sharply. Here the 
bookish boy is the example, not the 
lone wolf. A nationwide set of exam- 
ifations at 15, 16 and 18 insures that 
students meet high standards. 

Some students drop out before 18, 
finding the pace too hard or the at- 
traction of earning money\foo great. 
Those who stay spend their final two 
years in the Sixth Form, where they 
are treated with as much, if not more 
respect for their independence in study, 
than in many American freshman col- 
lege courses. A good grammar school 


graduate is usually fluent in two foreign | 


languages, well versed in the classics of 
English literature from Chaucer 
through the Romantics and in English 
history from 1066. He is likely to 
have a tolerably good knowledge of art, 
architecture, music, economics or geo- 
graphy. Science students also work with 
similar intensity. The relatively small

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ments, then two years on their major 
subject. At the end of this time a 
student with a good B.A. degree has the 
equivalent of a good American M.A. 
degree. For example, the typical Ox- 
ford professor has earned no more than 
an English B.A. 

ENGLISH ADMIRERS of Amert- 
can methods grant that this system is 
excellent for cramming knowledge into 
a small number of receptive minds, but 
they doubt that it is “education for 
democratic living.” They believe the 
strict division of students into three 
types of schools, each with a different 
amount of prestige, breeds class con- 
sciousness. In a class-conscious coun- 
try such as England, this is an import- 
ant point, one that many parents, if 
not many pupils, feel keenly. It is a 
moot point whether people end up in 
different classes because they receive 
different educations or whether they re- 
ceive different educations because in 
fact they form different classes. 

Following the Labor Party victory in 
1945, the Government introduced a small 
number of comprehensive high schools, 
which are similar to American high 
schools and have students of all kinds 
of ability. 

Their purpose is to give the pupils 
a common outlook. While they mix 
together on athletic fields and in clubs, 
the students are still separated in 
classrooms by their courses of study. 

What lessons can Americans draw 
from the English experience? The 
first and indisputable fact is that 
American teenagers can learn more 
than they normally do. A bright Eng- 
lish boy of 18 is not about two years 
ahead of his American counterpart be- 


cause he is basically more intelligent: 


but because he has been better taught. 
While separation keeps bright English 
pupils from appreciating the outlook of 
commonplace members of society, it 
also protects them from acquiring com- 
monplace attitudes toward art, music, 
literature, politics and science. 
Gifted pupils acquire their values 
from their teachers, whose tastes are 
influenced by the cosmopolitan culture 
of Oxford and Cambridge, not by a pro- 
vincial teachers’ college. The advanced 
place of the English university under- 
graduate emphasizes that a good edu- 
cational system must be built from the 
bottom up. The two years tHat an 
American B.A. is behind his English 
fellow is not lost at the university level 
but in secondary school. The last les- 
son of English education is that this 
system discourages bright students 
from earning money during vacations, 
and this upsets the balance between 
learning that comes from books and 
learning that comes from people.

LEONID KOGAN, the Russian violinist who is cur- 
rently making an American tour, shows unwavering con- 
trol, a beautiful tone and cultivated taste in recorded per- 
formances of the Beethoven Sonata in C Minor, Opus 30 
No. 2 and the Mozart Sonata in F (K.376) for violin and 
piano. He is associated in these performances with the 
pianists Andrei Mitnik an@ Gregory Ginsburg. (Monitor, 
One 12-inch LP.) The Beethoven work is serious but not 
agitated. The Mozart sonata is simple, in that the sur- 
face aspects of the music do not suggest any deeper sig- 
nificance, but Mozart's simplicity can touch the heart solely 
by reason of its unencumbered grace. Mr. Kogan’s bowing 
arm is strong enough and flexible enough to insure the per- 
fect linear flow which is essential in this instance to an 
effect of unforced charm. Both pianists are also excellent 
artists; the reproduction, however, makes the piano sound 
too. percussive. Kogan will play in St. Louis with the St. 
Louis Symphony Orchestra on March 2, 


KIRSTEN FLAGSTAD is an impressive Brunhilde 
in a recording of Act III and a long scene from Act II of 
Wagner's “Die Walkure.”

EDOUARD VAN REMOORTEL, the newly en- 
gaged conductor of the St. Louis Symphony Orchestra, pre- 
sides over a recently issued recording of the Brahms Violin 
Concerto in which Walter Schneiderhan is the soloist. 
The Bamberg Symphony Orchestra—an ensemble that was 
transplanted from Prague because of the Russian occupation 
of Czechoslovakia—is the orchestra involved, Schneiderhan’s 
thin tone is against him in this work but he compensates 
for this handicap by achieving an admirable breadth and 
flexibility in the line. Van Remoortel keeps the orchestra 
perfectly sypehronized with the soloist.

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Transcribed Music 
Little Needed in These Days 


By MANUS SASONKIN 

THE OTHER NIGHT, as I listened to Paul Badura- 
Skoda perform Bach's keyboard transcription of the Adagio 
movement from a Marcello Oboe Concerto, I was struck by 
the enormous development which the technique of transcrib- 
ing has undergone in the past two and one-half centuries 
Strictly speaking, “transcribing” means simply the trans- 
planting of music from one medium to another, with de 
viations from the original only as concessions to the basie 
nature of the new medium. Accordingly, when transcrib- 
ing a violin concerto for keyboard, Bach, who was one of the 
earliest of modern transcribers, would most likely coufine 
himself to adding a bass part for the left hand. 


He would make few changes in the melodic structure 
(beyond the most traditional and approved embellishments), 
nor would he be inclined to alter harmonies. voice-leadings 
or basic sonorities. In other words, the transcriber sought 
to abstain from intruding upon the material being tran- 
scribed. He took the meaning of the word quite literally 
and—one may note—decorously. 


Of course, in Bach's era transcriptions were a practical 
necessity. The limited circulation of musie and musicians 
precluded the inevitability of a musical composition being 
performed in its original scoring. Moreover, the situation 
was complicated further by the newly acquired universality 
of the keyboard-percussion instruments, the harpsichord and 
clavichord. 


IN ORDER TO GATHER LITERATURE for 
these instruments, in order to build working repertoires 
quickly enough to satisfy the market, composers took to 
arranging the music of other composers, as well as creat- 
ing their own music. In terms both of motivation and realiza- 
tion, the Baroque transcribers for the keyboard anticipated 
the twentieth century constructors of prefabricated houses. 


As music became ever more widespread and popular, and 
as the keyboard repertoires accumulated flesh, the need for 
transcriptions began-to diminish, Consequently the number 
of transcriptions began to dwindle. Inconsequently, but in fact, 
the quality of transcriptions began to fade appreciably. Even 
a mind as capable and lofty as Mozart’s was betrayed when he 
transcribed the music of other composers; his re-orchestra- 
tions of Handel's oratorios are confused patchworks of 
pseudo-Handel, pseudo-Mozart; Handel wearing Mozart's 
clothes (which don’t fit); “Messiah Revisited,” more appro- 
priately than “Messiah.” 

The results are attractive—“Messiah” is rarely, if ever, 
performed nowadays as Handel scored it—but they are mis- 
leading, and for that reason, they cannot be considered as 
good transcriptions. 


THE POST-BAROQUE high-water mark of tran- 
scriptions was reached on two separate occasions. The first, 
occuring late in the nineteenth century, inyolved the piano. 
Everything within grasp was seized and \compressed—or 
expanded—to fit two staves. Liszt transcribed Beethoven's 
nine symphonies, and foundered on the opening measures of 
Mozart’s G Minor. Busoni re-fashioned the finale of a Moz- 
art piano concerto into a two-piano “Duettino Concertante.” 
Saint-Saens rescued the Bourree of Bach’s B Minor Partita 
from the violinists and sentenced it to the eternal status 
of pianists’ encore. Virtually every major Bach organ 
work was quietly usurped by the piano, and even opera and 
music-drama could no longer be considered immune to 
annexation. P 


The second great wave of transcriptions occurred in our 
own century, as Leopold Stokowski arranged a myriad Bach 
keyboard works for orchestra. The service he rendered was 
to bring Bach to the public which would never frequent 
organ recitals, rather than to swell the orchestral repertoire; 
and one cannot deny that Mr. Stokowski has refrained—with 
admirable tact—from peddling his orchestrations to other 
conductors and orchestras, and that he has maintained a 
tight control over publication. 


BUT TRANSCRIPTIONS are transcriptions, and 

the fact is that they are no longer needed. High 

quality recordings and enlarged repertoires have elim- 

inated their usefulness. Furthermore, many transcriptions 
dating from the nineteenth and twentieth centuries are— 
bluntly—shockingly bad. In many alleged transcriptions, one 
can repeatedly find deletions, insertions, reharmonizations and 
wholesale violations of texture. In transcribing harpsichord 
and organ music for the piano, many transcribers have at- 
tempted to imitate the sound qualities of these instruments, 
and have succeeded only in corrupting the original intentions 
with superfluous doublings which still do not sound like harp- 
sichords or organs. The.thinking of the nineteenth or twen- 
tieth century is not the thinking of the eighteenth, and the 
hyphen, which separates Bach from Busoni, separates not 
two names, but two irreconcilable philosophies of music. 
Today, it seems patently absurd to perform Bach-Busoni, 
Bach-Liszt and Bach-Stokowski, when so much original Bach 
abounds. The hyphens served their purpose when they were 
needed. Let us now reverently discard them,

Most Any Warm Day Now 


By VIRGIL G. BAKER 
Post-Dispatch Garden Editor. 

Any warm day now, the yel- 
low jasmine out by the willow 
is going to burst into full 
bloom. And can spring be far 
behind? Next there'll be witch 
hazel. Some precocious cro- 
cuses already are giving evi- 
dence of life, in sheltered 
spots, and on the southeast 
side of some homes where 
heat oozes from the edges of 
slab floors, there’s been pre- 
season growth all winter of tu- 
dps and other spring bulb 
plants. 


The jasmine, not sheltered 
at all, has been trying to bloom 
for three weeks or more. but 
that frigzle-drizzle a week ago 
set it back somewhat. This 
weekend's deep snow won't be 
much of a deterrent unless a 
cold wave follows. A lot like 
the golden forsythia, which 
blooms somewhat later’ in 
spring, the jasmine puts out 
yellow blooms all along the 
branches, before setting leaves. 

Chickweed that got into 
many lawns late last year al- 
ready is begining to take life 
and may take over, if not 
checked before too late.

Record Span 
For Masonry 


In a Church 


By WILLIAM A. HERRMANN

A record span in brick mas- 
onry flexural members is be- 
lieved to have been established 
by two ,reinforced brick ma- 
sonry girders supporting the 
roof structure of the new 
Church of St. Hedwig. Compton 
and Itaska. These two members 
each span 65 feet 2% inches to 
centers of bearing points, and 
are supported at their ends by 
reinforced brick masonry col- 
umns built integrally with the 
masonry walls. In addition to 
the record span, these girders 
are a pioneering effort in this 
type of construction in the mid- 
western part of the United 
States and probably anywhere 
east of the Rocky mountains. 
Reinforced masonry construc- 
tion has not been used exten- 
sively in this country except 
along the West Coast, where it 
has been found to provide sub- 
stantial resistance to earth- 
quake forces. Throughout the 
rest of the country, only a few 
scattered projects are in exis- 
tence. 

History. 

Reinforced brick masonry 
had its beginning in 1825 in 
connection with the building of 
the Thames Tunnel, and in the 
years following reinforcement 
to strengthen masonry was 
used from time to time by 
“feel” for materials rather than 
by rational design. Reinforced 
brick masonry in the modern 
sense is a relatively new type 
of construction. From about 
1880 ta 1920 it appears that ex- 
perimental investigation of re- 
inforced brick masonry was dis- 
continued and little use was 
made of such construction dur- 
ing that period. About 1920 the 
Government of India, as a re- 
sult of the “high cost’”’ of struc- 
tural steel] and reinforced con- 
crete . construction, conducted 
an extensive investigation of re- 
inforced brick masonry struc- 
tural members. This investiga- 
tion was apparently the first 
organized research program in 
this field. The resulting report 
of this investigation issued by 
the Government of India in 
1923 stimulated an interest in 
reinforced brick masonry in 
this country. As a result, new 
design criteria and construction 
methods have been developed 
during the subsequent years, 


and during most of that time ‘ 


reinforced brick masonry has 
had useful application primarily 
on the West Coast.

This church will have a seat- 
ing capacity of about 500 per- 
sons. The design incorporates 
a modified clerestory extend- 
ing the length of the church 
from front to rear, the walls of 
which are supported only at 
their ends in order to maintain 
the nave and sanctuary of the 
church entirely free of obstruc- 
tion by interior columns. In 
addition to a brick masonry 
surface on the exterior of the 
clerestory walls, the architect 
was desirous of exposing brick- 
work on the interior surfaces 
of these same walls. The prob- 
lem, therefore, at the time the 
design was initiated, was to 
provide a 65-foot-long struc- 
tural member capable of sup- 
porting masonry veneer on its 
two vertical surfaces in addi-

its own dead load and the roof 
load of the church. 

Three systems of support for 
the clerestory were actually 
considered during the design 
analysis. One of these, a ma- 
sonry encased pre-stressed con- 
crete girder, was eliminated 
from final consideration by 
reason of the excessive wall 
thickness that would have re- 
sulted from the combination.

Home Building Faces a Revolution 


Home building faces a revo- 


lution in technology which in 


10 years will affect almost 
every material used in United 
States houses and almost every 
method by which they are as- 
So says the January 
issue of House & Home, indus- 
try magazine of home building. 

The revolution will come, 
says the magazine, just “on the 
eve of a crisis in home build- 
ing, the like of which we have 
never had to face.” 

The crisis? “By the mid- 
1960’s the World War II babies 
will be getting married, and as 
a result this country will need 
nearly 2,000,000 more dwell- 
ings each year than it had the 
year before. (In 1950, the rec- 
ord year for home building, 
1,350,000 new houses were 
built in this country.) And 
right at the same time the 
25-45 age group, which pro- 
vides most of the work force, 
will be smaller than it is now. 
There will be a shortage of 
land to build on, a shortage of 
traditional materials to build 
with, arid a shortage of cash to 
pay the bills.” 

New Technology. 

Technology will come to the 
rescue, forecasts the magazine. 
“Just as our material needs 
are about to double, technology 
is starting to produce a flood 
of brand new building materi- 
als: just as our labor force is 
about to prove quite inade- 
quate, technology is offering 
us a whole set of brand new 
building methods — methods 
requiring much less labor, per- 
mitting much greater mechani- 
zation.” 

“The year of the big break- 
through,” says the magazine, 
“is 196x. The year to prepare 
for it is 1958.” 

Seven specific predictions: 

1. The 196x house will be 
built of laminated sandwich 
panels incorporating structure, 
insulation, interior and exterior 
finish in one factory-made unit. 

2. The 196x house can be as- 
sembled without nails or 
screws. 

3. The 196x house will be 
easy to. take apart. The result 
will be a revolution in land use 
and mortgage and real estate 
law. No longer will the most 
desirable close-in locations be 
preempted by obsolete houses 
sinking into blight. Instead 
every house can be re-sold, 
disassembled and moved to 
cheaper land, freeing the best 
sites for new houses. 

4. The 196x house can put 
plastics to many new uses. 

5. The 196x house can use 
new foam products for insula- 
tion, structural sandwich pan- 
els, spray-on carpeting, acous- 
tic ceilings and many other 
purposes. 

6. The 196x house will leave 
most utilities out of its walls, 
permitting easy inspection dur- 


ing construction, much easier 
access to utilities for repairs 


and changes after construction 
and an end to criss-crossing

Analyzing the effect of these 
changes of the various parts of 
the house, House & Home pre- 
dicts: 

“The 196x roof will weigh 
about one and one-half pounds 
per square foot (vs. eight to 10 
pounds today). It will be erect- 
ed with very few factory-made 
laminated sandwich panels — 
perhaps 20 to a 1200 square- 
foot house. Each panel will 
have a core of honeycomb, 
foamed plastic or glass fibre 
insulation and skins of metal, 
plastic, plywood or composition 
board. 

The top surfaces may be fin- 
ished off in a number of ways, 
some conventional. Among the 
new finishes will be sprayed- 
on plastic skins in different 
colors and textures. 

Walls to enclose the house 
and support the roof will also 
be panelized. They will be 
made in three types, each with 
a- specific function: opaque 
panels to keep out everything 
and everybody; transparent 
panels to look through; and 
ventilating panels to let air 
through. Transparent panels 
will be fixed and generally 
double-glazed. Ventilating pan- 
els will let in fresh air and 
filter it. The ventilating wall 
may soon include a year round 
air conditioning element act- 
ing much like today’s air con- 
ditioners. 

New Adhesives. 

The 196x house will find 
new adhesives in serious com- 
petition with all the thousands 
of nails and bolts used to as- 
semble today’s house. They 
will also be in competition with 
all the sealers, some of the 
flashing devices and many 
present day fasteners. Already, 
supersonic bombers are being 
assembled with a_ structural 
bonding film that replaces riv- 
ets in fuselage, wings, and tail 
assembly. 

Floors in the 196x house 
like walls and roof will be 
made in panels which may be 
as big as 12 feet or 16 feet 
square and rest on a very few 
piers designed roughly like big 
golf tees. 

The hollowness of the floor 
panels will permit their use as 
channels for warm air: heating 
systems or as chases for cross- 
overs in wiring and plumbing. 
One effect of a panelized floor 
system will be to divorce the 
house from the ground, making 
it possible to disassemble and 
move entire houses from their 
lots. 

Most 196x partitions will be 
non-structural so they can be 
put up anywhere in the house 
and taken down at will. They 
will be light, rigid, self-sup- 
porting and sound resistant. 
Much of today’s furniture will 
be considered part and parcel 
of the house equipment sé it 
can be bought as part of the 
house under the package mort- 
gage. 

The air conditioning. in 
houses will use more electricity 


in summer—and that in turn 
will bring cheaper electricity

The 196x house will need 
sO much more power (for more 
appliances, air conditioning, 
maybe heating) that the first 
big change in wiring will be 
to use much heavier circuits 
throughout the house. Three- 
wire No. 12 circuits carrying 
40 amps and making 220 volis 
available wherever needed will 
become standard. The next 
big change may be a major 
switch from copper to alumi- 
num, which is already compet- 
ing for all distribution wires 
up to No. 3 sizes. The wiring 
(and practically all other utili- 
ties) will come out of the walls 
and run around the baseboard, 
where it can be _ inspected 
easily during construction and 
be fixed, changed and tapped 
easily after the house is fin- 
ished. 


Tomorrow's Bathrooms. 


Two big changes are likely 


in the bathroom design for 
196x. First the development 
of a completely modular bath- 
room and second the increas- 
ing use of reinforced plastics 
for bathroom fixtures. The 
most workable bathroom mod- 
ule will be 32 inches and most 
bathrooms will be around three 
32-inch-wide units—each in-

THE HOME FOOD-O-MAT: If the present trend to- 
ward giant economy sizes and food packaging continues, 
housewives will soon have the problem of where to store 
the family food, notes a prominent firm of industrial

A Former Veiled Prophet Maid of Honor Tells 
Of Her Experiences as a Pinkerton Detective

JANE BRIDGES, private 


eye. Jane Bridges, girl detec- 
tive. Sounds intriguing. Jane 
found it so, during the 17 


months she was a Pinkerton 
operative here. And quite a 
switch for a girl who was a 
Veiled Prophet maid of honor 
at the 1952 ball and made her 
social debut that December at 
a tea at her home at 107 Glen 
road, Webster Groves. 

“People would ask at a 
party, ‘What do you do?’”’ Miss 
Bridges related, “and I'd say, 
‘Why, I’m a detective.” Golly, 
they'd look at me as if I had 
three heads. But I wouldn't 
trade the experience for any- 
thing. I1 loved it.” 

Jane, a pretty brunette of 24 
years, with a frank and friend- 
ly manner, now works for 
Charles Guggenheim, motion 
picture producer here, as his 
production assistant. 


She first got the idea of be- 
coming a sleuth by reading 
detective stories — Hammett, 
Chandler, Erle Stanley Gard- 
ner and the rest. “Then,” she 
said. “a cousin in the FBI 
stayed with us for a while. 
(Her parents are Mr. and Mrs. 
Howard Bridges.) That did it. 
His stories of his adventures 
made me crazy to become a 
detective.” 

So when she was graduated 
from Washington University 
in June of 1955 (she had pre- 
viously attended Mary Insti- 
tute and Vassar College) she 
decided to do something about 
it. After she returned from a 
trip to Europe that summer, 
she tried to get on the St. 
Louis police force as a police- 
woman. 

“My folks were dead set 
against it,” she said. “But I 
couldn’t get on anyway. The 
minimum age for a _ police- 
woman is 25, and I was only 
21. But a police official sug- 
gested I try the private agen- 
cies, so I ended up being hired 
by Pinkerton’s National Detec- 
tion Agency, which has its St. 
Louis offices at 705 Olive 
street.” 

So she became, in the Pink- 
erton files, Operative X.J.B. 
(X for woman, the unknown 
quantity). 

“The first thing I learned 
was that they’re very secre- 
tive,” Miss Bridges said. “When 
I tried to find out what I would 
do, Mr. Howard Mohrlock, now 
the manager and then the as- 
sistant manager, would only 
say: ‘You'll see. We'll tell you.’ 
Then I spent a week training 
in the office on checking of 
records. My first job was to 
look up a credit reference for 
one of our guards—Pinkerton 
hires about 600 guards in the 
St. Louis area alone, you know. 
Meanwhile, I was being checked 
myself, Clear back to when I 
was a baby.” 

Then came the assignments 
— shadowing, checking em- 
ployes of various businesses 
for honesty, being a store de- 
tective and the like. There'd be 
weird hours. Sometimes Jane 
would get up at 4 in the morn- 
ing to start shadowing a sub- 
ject. Sometimes she’d be out 
in rough neighborhoods until 
late at night, a man’s battered 
old hat pulled down over her 
ears to disguise the fact she 
was a woman as she huddled 
up against a window of her 
station vagon, feeling a little 
more secure because of a 
blackjack and a tear gas gun 
in her pursé. 

“And I know how to use the 
blackjack,” she said. “I also 
learned judo from a man who 
was in the Army Rangers in 
World War Il. Crippling or 
killing blows.” 


SHE WAS REALLY 
FRIGHTENED on one case. “I 
was looking up a boy of 19 be- 
cause I wanted to find his 
brother, who was a friend of a 
man who had committed a rob- 
bery,” she related. “It was in a 
very bad neighborhood. Out- 
side the house I met this boy. 
Just a ‘kid’ who .was six feet 
four. Like a huge animal. I 
gave him a phony story about 
why I wanted to see his broth- 
er. He said, ‘Let’s go to the 
Saloon across the _ street. 
I'll buy you a beer.’ So this 
boy, another young man, and 
myself went into the saloon. 
There was only the bartender 
there, and he disappeared after 
serving the beer. So there I 
was all alone with these two 
lads. 

“Now,” said the big youth. 
*‘What’s that pitch again about 
Wanting to see my brother?’ 

“I went through it again. He 
suddenly jumped up and 
roared: ‘I don’t believe you! 
Benny sent you to put the fin- 
ger on me. Or else you're a 
cop.’ He grabbed a bar stool 
and held it over my head, and 
shouted ‘I'll kill you!’ 

“Well. I was trembling so 
much that the beer in the glass 

held in my hand slopped 
over. I said, ‘Oh, no, I don't 
know any Benny. I'll call my 
boss and he’ll tell you I’m tell- 
ing the truth.’ I telephoned my 
boss and told him in one fran- 
tic sentence the young man 
didn’t believe me. The big 
fellow grabbed the phone away 
from me. My boss knew | was in

trouble and told him sharply, 
‘If you don’t want to talk to 
her, let her go.’ 


“The big lad slammed down 
the phone in a rage and said, 
‘I'm going to find out who 
your boss is and kill him on 
Saturday.’ He was cursing and 
holding that stool over my head 
and shouting ‘I'll kill you,’ 
while the other man pleaded 
with him not to. 

“I said firmly, ‘Thank you 
for the beer. I enjoyed it,’ and 
walked out. My legs were 
trembling and I had an im- 
pulse to run, but I knew that 
would be a bad mistake. As I 
went down the street, I found 
the two men behind me. ‘We'll 
walk you to your car,’ the big 
one said. ‘My heart sank, be- 
cause on my station wagon, 
parked three blocks away, there 
was a Sticker attached near 
the license plate which said: 
‘Missouri Peace Officers As- 
sociation.’ 

“As we got to the car, I 
thought, ‘Oh, oh, here it 
comes.” But they never saw 
the sticker. Criminy, I was 
still shaking when I reached 
the office. 


“A couple of weeks later the 
brother I had been looking for 
was murdered, along’ with 
another man.” 

(A man is now serving life 
sentences for the two murders.) 


MISS BRIDGES. did a lot of 
work for insurance companies 
in investigations of injury 
claims and robberies, for the 
Jewelers Security Alliance, and 
personne! checking work—store 
clerks, cashiers, bus drivers 
and so on. 


“You'd be amazed at how 
many people are checked, or 
spotted, by their employers,” 
She said. “Mostly it’s just 
routine, and not a reflection on 
the subject’s honesty.” 

She would be given the facts 
by her boss, and the method of 
investigation was left up to 
her. 

“I never would do what they 
call ‘roping’ operations,” Jane 
said. “That is, sit in a bar, 
strike up a conversation with 
a subject, get him to buy you 
a drink and then wheedle the 
information out ‘of him. 


“Instead, I usually played 
the part of a school girl mak- 
ing a survey. My hair was 
shingled then as it is now, 
and wearing bobby § socks, 
saddles, skirt and sweater, I 
looked like a kid. I'd stop a 
subject on the street, with a 
notebook and pencil in hand, 
and say I was making a sur- 
vey. Or ring a doorbell and do 
the same thing. 


“A favorite device with a 
woman subject, was to follow 
her into a ladies’ room. They'd 
talk a lot more in that at- 
mosphere. For instance, if a 
woman were suspected of fak- 
ing a back injury, I'd follow 
her into a ladies room. I'd 
Start the conversation off by 
groaning ‘My back is killing 
me.’ Naturally she'd say, ‘I 
have a little back-ache myself,

dearie,’ and tell you all about 
her suit against an insurance 
company and like as not brag 
about exaggerating the injury 
and how much she was going 
to get.” 

The pretty private eye fol- 
lowed one man for two weeks.

She took movies of him three 
times when he forgot the cane 
and walked perfectly well.

She finally found the man’s 
two sisters, well in their 90s, 
but a nephew wouldn't let her 
speak to the sisters because 
they had long believed their 
brother dead, killed in a train 
wreck, and the shock of the 
truth might be too much for 
them. A son was found in a 
Texas town, and it was learned 
the wife was living in Cali- 
fornia. She had divorced the 
man seven years after his dis- 
appearance, thinking him ac- 
tually dead, and had remar- 
ried. 

“We were not supposed to 

know the backgrounds of 
cases,” Jane said. “But I hap- 
pened to learn all about this 
one. The man's train had been 
wrecked as he was hurrying 
back to St. Louis because his 
wife was having a baby. Be- 
cause he was thought dead, he 
decided to start a new life. 
He went to New York, remar- 
ried and had several children 
—without getting a divorce. A 
few years ago, thinking he was 
on his death-bed, he sent for a 
priest and confessed what he: 

The priest insisted 
that he try to find his first wife 
and child beeause the priest 
couldn't give him absolution 
if the first wife were still liv- 
ing.” 
Last February, Jane decided 
a woman couldn't advance 
very far in a detective agency. 
So she tried to get into the 
Central Intelligence Agency. 
Failing that, she became a 
hostess for the American Ajir- 
lines, making flights out of 
New York and, later, Tulsa. 

“IT enjoyed meeting and talk- 
ing to people,” she said. “But 
I didn't like the job. Too tedi- 
ous.

PARIS, Feb. 1. 


LAST WEEK the cafe so- 
the right and 
left banks gathered at the 
Theater des Champs Elysees to 
see a ballet titled “Rendezvous 
Manque” (“Broken Date”). The 
reason why so many people 
turned up was because it had 
been advertised that Miss 
Francoise Sagan, France’s en- 
fant terrible, had written the 
argument. Stories had leaked 
out from Monte Carlo where 
the ballet “broke in, that 
“Broken Date” could never be 
shown on “Disneyland,” and 
that there were certain scenes 
that were so suggestive that 
they were unfit for the eyes 
of Princess Grace, because of 
her delicate condition. These 
scenes were cut for the royal 
performance, but Parisian first 
nighters came because they 
were assured they would see 
the unabridged version.

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Modern Medical 
Sleuths at Work 


(Following is the first of a series of fascinating 

of modern medicine's super sleuthe—those top 
diagnosticians who ferret out hidden disease much as 
ordinary detectives uncover crime. Each of the articles 
is of an actual patient's record in the files of members 
of the California Society of Internal Medicine.

AT 30, JANICE BLACK was still unmarried and living 
at home with her parents, in a smal] California agricul- 
tural community. She was by no means an unattractive 
girl, but she was weak and prone to colds. She was—as her 
family politely put it— 
often run down, and cer- 
tainly she lacked that 
sparkle of full energy 
and health that can turn 
a quite ordinary girl into 
an attractive and popular 
woman. 

Janice was always 
complaining of the cold. 
It had become something 
of a family joke. She 
never went anywhere, 
even in the heat of sum- 
mer, without a sweater 
or coat. Always she 
wanted a window closed 
when others found the 
room adequately warm. 

But it became more 
than a joke one winter 
. when Janice had a whole 
series of colds and general illness that left her hardly 
able to arise from her bed. Her family, shaken out of long 
habit by real concern, sent Janice to a doctor. 

During a routine laboratory check of her blood, the 
doctor discovered 


that she was quite severely anemic. 
Anemia is a condition in which there are not enough red 
cells in the blood, or where these cells are deficient in 
hemoglobin, the red pigment that picks up oxygen from 
the lungs and transports it to the cells to stoke the 


fires of metabolism. 


> THE DOCTOR FIRST TRIED the. obvious frontal 
attack on the problem: He put Janice on oral and intra- 
venous iron therapy, because it is often a lack of iron that 
accounts for hemoglobin lack in the red cells. This failed 
to cure her anemia—as did heavy doses of liver extract. 


The doctor called into consultation an internist, 
a specialist in the diagnosis and treatment of 
unusual internal ailments. Both men knew that 
anemia—particularly when it falls to respond to 
fron and liver therapy—can be an outward mani- 
festation of some deeper systematic disease, relat- 
ing in one way or another to the glands and blood- 
producing organs that make up the intricate 
system whereby food is converted into energy at 
the cellular level. 


A THOROUGH SFRIES OF EXAMINATIONS and 
laboratory tests revealed that Janice’s anemia was due 
more to a lack of hemoglobin in the red cells than to an 
actual lack of the cells. Janice’s blood was pink, where it 
should have been red; there was not enough iron in the 
cells. ; | 

The important question remained: What caused her 
anemia? It was Janice’s complaint of always feeling cold 
that provided the clue. The internist knew that the thyrbdid 
giand secretes a substance called thyroxin which acts to 
keep the body’s metabolism going. That is it serves as a 
sort of “draft” to keep alive inside cells the “fire” by 
which food is converted into energy. 


Janice’s perpetual feeling of cold suggested 
that these cellular fires were burning low, that 
her metabolic rate was under normal. A basal 
metabolism test proved that this impression was 
quite correct; Janice’s rate was far below normal 
and it became apparent that her thyroid was not 
secreting sufficient thyroxin. In short, she was 
suffering from a condition known as hypothyroid 
ism—the opposite of hyperthyroidism, which indi- 
cates an over production of thyroxin. 


THYROXIN NOT ONLY controls metabolism, but 
also provides iron for the blood and has other effects on 
the body’s whole glandular system—many of which are 
still little understood. In Janice’s case one of the effects 
of thyroxin lack was that her menstruation was unusually 
heavy. This specific periodic loss of blood tended to 
aggravate the anemia through actual loss of red cells— 
and thus Janice was the victim in more than one way 


of a vicious, self perpetuating circle of ailments. 
Fortunately for Janice, the treatment of hypothyroid- 
ism is relatively simple. She was placed on regular oral 


doses of thyroxin, a purified extract from the thyroid 
glands of animals slaughtered for meat. 

Janice’s metabolism is normal now; her anemia has 
disappeared; her menstruation is also normal. She has 


gained weight, taken a new vivacity and attractiveness— 
and no longer goes about closing windows and carrying 
sweaters on warm days.

And Teachers Gave No Thought to Possibility of Paying Damages

DOWN IN HOUSTON in the 
land of Texas a 12-year-old 
girl has won $750 in damages 
for a spanking she got in 
school, I see by the AP. 

Obviously there is much to 
be said for having a good at- 
torney and I wish I had 
thought of it sooner. 

Earlier this century I under- 
went an academic period 
wherein, at $750 the hiding, 
I could have retired independ- 
ently wealthy before first-year 
algebra. 

Back in those Olden Days, 
as my kids refer to the 1930s, 
and in a scholarly environment 
south of here, corporal pun- 
ishment was dealt out with a 
freedom of spirit and a stead- 
fasthess of purpose now seem- 
ingly vestigial. 

I do recall a goodly number 
of teachers who seemed firmly 
on the pro side of the whaling 
issue. 

Generally, they were an en- 
thusiastic group, and, I find, I 
recall them fondly, even 
though on rainy days the old 
battle wounds sometimes ache 
when I sit too long. The best 
and most efficient of them, 
whether through accident or 
design, were found in the “Jun- 
jor High” area — seventh, 
eighth and ninth grades. 


FOREMOST IN MY MEM- 
ORY—or, more aptly, hindmost 
—was a lean and quizzical man, 
an Irishman by trade, with 
penetrating eyes and a caged 
manner, who spoke of sailing 
to foreign climes but taught 
each day of the parts of speech. 

He endeared himself to the 
hard knot of local juvenile mal- 
contents, of which I was an 
assistant foreman, by inaugu- 
rating corporal punishment on 
a voluntary basis. He gave you 
a choice. You could stay in 
after school—under the “de- 
tention” system—or you could 
get your detentions paddled 
off; three hard whacks on the 
rear end would absolve you of 
one hour’s_ stay-after-school.

journeyman rule-breaker could 
no more see light than a three- 
time loser up for four. Deten- 
tions came either singly, for 
minor offenses, or several at a 
time. Five detentions could be 
obtained, for instance, by drop- 
ping a paper sack filled with 
water from a second floor win- 
dow upon the head of ascholar 
passing beneath, and so on. 

Ten detentions was, I believe, 
the maximum, given for play- 
ing drive-the-janitor-crazy. By 
scaling the ivy outside over 
the main entrance, the ham- 
mer of the electric school bell 
could be pulled away from the 
gong, resulting in silence when 
school was to take in. The jan- 
itor, a stolid man, would go 
muttering into his storage shed 
after a ladder. He was not an 
overly imaginative man, but 
after tugging at the ladder @ 
few dozen times, while cursing 
in Bulgarian, he would note It 
was wired to the floor. 

He would go back to his 
locker for pliers, come back 
and cut loose the ladder, pick it 
up and start out.

effectively. He did not leave 
the choice to the culprit. He 
could size up a kid in 10 min- 
utes, unfortunately. 

There were five boys in his 
class he would never paddle. 
He sent us to the office. Stern 
lady-type teachers there would 
lecture us until we squirmed, 
then outline repugnant types of 
punishment such as study. He 


dealt with the sweetness-and- 
light lads, who could mealy- 
mouth their way around in- 
tangible punishment, precisely 
the opposite—he took them in 
the cloakroom when they trans- 
gressed and whaled the tar out 
of them.

ANOTHER WOMAN TEACH- 
ER, a usually calm person— 
perhaps overly calm, it seems 
in retrospect—was against di- 
rect physical violence but, 
under stress, would snarl rath- 
er like an Eskimo huskie and 
sling an eraser forcibly at the 
arithmetic class blackboard, 
rather than at a living target. 
She later married a politician, 
and possibly, with her gift for 
indirection, turned him into a 
statesman. 

There was a Mr. Bucholtz 
who dealt in history at the 
retail level. He was a shaker. 
His idea of leading one into 
the paths of righteousness was 
to command, “Stand up!” He 
would then grasp the sinner 
firmly by the shoulders and, in 
theory, shake the bejeebers out 
of him. I say in theory because 
it did not work out for him at 
all well in practice.

Silent and downtrodden, 
that’s where.

spanking a young lady who 
didn’t turn in her homework. 

Well, I just don’t know—my 
loyalties are divided here, But, 
there is more than one way 
to skin a cat. I remember the 
only test case we made in my 
school days. A young man 
named Paul Parker and I con- 
tended it was within our con- 
stitutional rights to chew gum 
in school, despite an archaic 
professorial notion to the con- 
trary. We orated on this. 

“Your case has the pristine 
simplicity of all pure logic,” 
said the Irishman, who fur- 
nished us with still more gum 
and put us to copying all of 
Midsummer Night’s Dream — 
we reversed our position half- 
way through King Lear, and 
to this day I can’t hear the 
word Shakespeare without 
moving my jaws. 


Dogs Put the Bite on Baltimore Thugs 


German Shepherds Credited With Helping to Lower Crime Rate

BALTIMORE Feb. 1 (AP). 


NOTHING STRIKES the 
fear of the law into punks, 
the Baltimore police depart- 
ment is convinced, like a dog 
triggered to snarl, pursue and 
bite. 


The department found, for 
example, that two patrolmen 
accompanied by dogs could 
keep order in a throng of 
rock ‘'n roll devotees after a 
show or a dance where for- 
merly eight burly officers were 
required. 


The department’s K-9 Corps 
—21 carefully trained German 
shepherds—has taken over in 
some of the city’s worst trou- 
ble spots for the past year. The 
results have been interesting, 
and have brought inquiries 
from other cities — including 
New York and Richmond, Va. 

When Police Commissioner 
James Hepbron recently re- 
leased his report on the city’s 
crime rate in 1957, it showed 
a drop of 6.5 per cent from 
the previous year. Hepbron 
said that the deterrent effect 
of the K-9 Corps had a lot to 
do with the improved crime 
picture in Baltimore.

ONE OF THE THINGS we 
like best about this valley of 
ours is the circle of the St. 
Francois hills that rises all 
around it. Although they are 
not high, as mountains go, they 
have a serene beauty about 
them.

WHETHER YOU MOVE 
AROUND in this old town of 
ours by air-conditioned Lincoln 
or by bus and streetcar doesn’t 
really make a lot of difference. 
Either way it’s a painful and 
time-consuming ordeal. 

A national estimate revealed 
recently that we St. Louisans, 
during a 12-month period, use 
up the equivalent of 60 eight- 
hour working days just travel- 
ing back and forth between 
our homes and our jobs. 

Conditions aren’t any better 
anywhere else, either. Sur- 
veys in 25 metropolitan areas 
show that the average motorist 
covers about 10 miles during a 
30-minute rush-hour period; 
the homeward-bound bus, sub- 
way or streetcar rider covers 
about six and one-half miles. 
This is a 20 and 13 miles an 
hour average, respectively. At 
14 miles an hour, the transit 
traveler in St. Louis is barely 
above the average for the 25- 
city survey. Our automobile 
drivers are four miles per hour 
slower than the national av- 
erage. This does not repre- 
sent caution, but inability to 
travel any faster. 


None of us needs a detailed 
description of what the mass 
transportation dilemma is all 
about. Each of us suffers from 
its nerve-jangling discomforts 
in the same manner as citizens 
in other big cities. We don't 
need psychologists to tell us 
that nerve-wracking traffic and 
transit conditions affect our 
home lives, our work, our atti- 
tudes toward each other, and 
our general well-being. 

Generations from now to- 
day's motorist breadwinner 
will emerge as an heroic fig- 


ure. He'll be remembered as 
the martyr who endured his 
daily ride of horror, high- 


lighted by cussing fellow driv- 
ers, screeching brakes, frus- 
trating signs and signals, blast- 
ing horns, irritating exhaust 


fumes, endless miles of start- 
ing and stopping... . through 
fair weather and foul. Nor will 


the rider of the jam-packed 
bus and ssubway be denied his 
fair share of posterity’s ac- 
colades. 

“How could they ever stand 
such torture!” the awed citizen 
of tomorrow's cities will pro- 
claim. 


Back to 1958. Recently the 
Citizens Metropolitan Tran- 
sit Committee of St. Louis 
and St. Louis County, a com- 
mittee now conducting a 
comprehensive survey of lo- 
eal traffic-transit problems, 
revealed that 38,600 fewer 
persons per day (on a 24- 
hour basis) crossed into an 
18-block-square downtown 
area by combined transit 
and auto in 1957 than in 
1950. P 


Its significance lost to,the 
public ‘in the hullabaloo over 
Sputnik, this was an astound- 
ing piece of news because it 
dramatized a 16.3 per cent de-

Other Cities, Struggling With Ever-Increasing Traffic Problem

A passenger’ climbing 
aboard a bus today at 
Thekla and Kingshighway 
will arrive downtown some 
40 minutes later. The bus 
trip 30 years ago took ap- 
proximately 38 minutes. 


Street space efficiency of 
transit vehicles over auto- 
mobiles is enormous. The 
average private car carries 

.8 passengers during the 
rush hour; a single bus can 
carry as many people as two 
blocks of automobiles. (A 
1926 St. Louis Rapid 
Transit survey pointed out 
that a streetcar and one 
trailer car carried the equiv- 
alent of passenger 
automobiles. ) 


Since 1950, according to 
Fortune Magazine: “Street- 
car passengers down 78 per 
cent; bus riders down 28 
per cent; rapid transit (sub- 
way and elevated) down 17

per cent. Today the average 
American uses public trans- 
it only 54 times per year, 
as compared to 115 times 
in the Twenties, 


“The Cadillac man is on 
the top of the pole in our 
society: he is followed by 
the Oldsmobile-Buick man, 
and then by the Ford-Chev- 
rolet man. (In Suburbia 
there is a high place for 
the station wagon man and 
the foreign car man.) The 
transit riding man is at the 
bottom of the heap.” 


The average motorist 
spends about $3 a day just 
for the privilege of driving 
his own car to and from 
work. (Interest and princi- 
pal payments are not in- 
cluded.) This is figured on 
a 30-mile route: basis at 3.5 
cents per mile driving cost, 
a daily parking fee of a 
minimum of 25 cents, and 


$1.55 for insurance, regis- 
tration and depreciation. 
(The latter is often ignored 
by the motorist, ) 


Manufacturers of electri- 
eal transit cars point out 
that the capacity of a single 
traffic lane per hour is 
2625 passengers for auto- 
mobiles on an express high- 
way; 9000 passengers in 
busses on surface streets; 
13,500 passengers in street- 
cars on surface streets and 
20,000 passengers in street- 
cars in subways; 40,000 
passengers in local subway 
or express surface’ car 
trains; 60,000 passengers in 
express subway trains. 


In 1929 Americans spent 
$1.8 billion on transit; this 
year $1.5 billion. Automo- 
bile out-of-pocket expendi- 
tures meanwhile have 
climbed from $17 billion 
to $27 billion. 


town USA” Is tn trouble. Many 
leaders for years have been 
trying to get across to the pub- 
lic that the Big City is Amer- 
ica’s No. 1 problem and the 
No. 1 problem in the Big City 
today is the mass transporta- 
tion mess. 


Another’ significantly odd 
sidelight of the transit commit- 
tee’s report was that fithough 
38,600 fewer persons go into 
downtown St. Louis daily, 
there has been an increase by 
4700 daily in the number of 
automobiles entering the sec- 
tion. (If you want a rough 
idea of what 4700 automobiles 
amount to, take a look from 
Eads Bridge at the 3500 cars 
which park daily in the mu- 
nicipal parking lot.) 


A survey among downtown 
shoppers conducted prior to 
the Christmas rush showed an 
average overall expenditure of 
$20.46 per person. Maybe you 
think this amount is high; so 
just for the unscientific heck 
of it cut it down to $10 per 
person. Now multiply this 
halved estimate by the number 
of persons lost to the down- 
town area in a year and you 
still arrive at a staggering busi- 
ness revenue loss to the down- 
town St. Louis area exceeding 
$100,000,000. (Of course, not 
all who enter the downtown 
area are shoppers, however.) 


We St. Louisans—like the 
citizens of other large American 
cities—have proved that we 
can neither cope with the pri- 
vate automobile nor do without 
private transit. And this, say 
the experts who have studied 
the problem, is the crux of our 
dilemma. Our attempts since 
World War II have resulted in 
steadily increasing numbers of 
automobiles on our streets. Our

transit service here—primarily 
because of inadequate traffic 
flow—is not any speedier than 
it was three decades ago. And 
our transit system—as in other 
parts of the country—econom- 
ically is dying on its wheels. 


Congestion, traffic snarls 
and inadequate transportation 
are the main products of jam- 
ming the automobile _ into 
streets unfit to take the load, 
declare the authorities. As an 
analysis, that’s as simplified as 
an explanation can get. The by- 
product, however, is frighten- 
ing. 


Traffic, they say, produces 
slums. It speeds the flight of 
citizens to the suburbs; leaves 
behind a ring of blight around 
the city’s core. The blighted 
area yields little tax revenue 
and requires disproportionate 
services. The suburbs, on the 
other hand, demand easy ac- 
cess to the central city in the 
form of costly highway con- 
struction but yield little in the 
way of tax revenue to pay for 
these facilities. 


Rapid transportation (sub- 
Ways, express busses, and 
fast streetcars) have been 
offered both here and else- 
where as solutions. But the 
experience of every city 
"which has tried it demon- 
strates that at this time peo- 
ple are reluctant to loosen 
the grip they have on their 
steering wheels. 


The St. Louis Public Service 
Co. tried speeding up service 
with express busses. The serv- 
ice has proved popular; yet 
while revenue passengers on 
express lines have increased 
since 1955, corresponding lo- 
cal lines have shown a greater 
decline. The express service 


has attracted people who al- 
ready used transit, not new 
riders. 


The state of the mass trans- 
portation industry across the 
nation is equally desperate and 
the pages of the Wall Street 
Journal frequently have _ re- 
ported their obituaries. Almost 
every new automobile owner 
means at least one lost transit 
rider. To meet this loss in 
revenue, most transit com- 
panies raise fares and cut 
services. 


Cuts in routes, cuts in serv- 
ice, and increased fares en- 
courage more people to leave 
transit and use the automo- 
bile. So the vicious circle of 
decreased service and lost 
riders continues. 


We had our chance to do 
something about the mass 
transportation mess almost as 
soon as it was recognized in 
1926, and muffed it. In that 
year we completed a compre- 
hensive survey covering our 
then growing mass transporta- 
tion problem. When the sur- 
vey was finished it was pre- 
sented to the St. Louis Board 
of Aldermen for action. That 
was the last heard of it. The 
results of the 1926 survey 
filled a bound volume complete 
with maps, charts, photographs, 
and recommendations. Occa- 
sionally you might find a copy 
gathering dust on some library 
shelf around the community. 


As a matter of fact it makes 
good contemplation or conver- 
sation material—say as you're 
driving or riding the bus home 
from work in the traffic to- 
morrow night.

There is more than just a 
little truth in what they say 
and it’s backed up by national 
trends whieh began to grow

This year, 
1958, is expected to top that 
figure by at least 34,000,000 for 
a gargantuan total of 65,000,000 
vehicles. Americans during the 
coming year will have regis- 
tered enough vehicles to form 
a bumper-to-bumper string of 
passenger cars, busses and 
trucks to stretch more than 10 
times around the earth. 

Now hold your breath. By 
1975 the United States will 
have more than _ 100,000,000 
vehicles and a population. of 
220,000,000 citizens. St. Louis- 
ans are prolific enough to 
maintain their share. 


Is it any wonder that many 
civic leaders who have caught 
a glimpse of the immense prob- 
lem are worried? 


Among organizations cur- 
rently interested in the prob- 
lem here for the purpose of 
public dissemination of infor- 
mation are the Missouri Asso- 
ciation for Social-Welfare (St. 
Louis ~ Division), the Social 
Planning Council of St. Louis 
and St. Louis County, the 
League of Women Voters, 
Operation Greater St. Louis, 
and others. 


St. Louis still has almost 
a year to go just to complete 
a survey which will tell us 
for the first time in 30 years 
exactly where we stand re- 
garding our own mass trans- 
portation mess. After it is 
completed we will then have 
only 15 short years in which 
to do something about it. 
This will mean the drafting 
of plans, the passing of bond 
issues, increased taxation, 
and the taking of action on a 
problem which will be twice 
as big before youngsters born 
this month are out of high 
schools. 


It would appear that St. 
Louisans, along with the rest 
of urban America, are heading 
hell-bent down an expressway 
that terminates in 4 carbon 
monoxide chaos. 


Some authorities say express- 
ways, more and more of them, 
are the answer. Others say 
rapid transit is the answer. 
“Move people, not vehicles,” 
is their motto. Mayor Tucker 
in several speeches has re- 
commended a blend of the two 
features. 


Nation-wide, traffic engi- 
neers have discovered that ex- 
pressways alone only increase 
the number of automobiles on 
the streets. And in view of a 
serious decline in the transit 
industry, it is doubtful whether 
Americans will ever give up 
the cushions of their automo- 
biles for the seat on a bus or 
streetcar. 


Some visionary planners say 
we're going to have to give up 
our outmoded concepts of how 
a city should be built and come 
up with some inspired solu- 
tions. 

Regardless, there the dilem- 
ma stands. We St. Louisans, 
apparently, will have to sit 
tight until all the facts are in 
next fall. Following the survey 
it will then be up to Mr. and 
Mrs. John Q. St. Louisan to 
determine whether they will 
back up with widespread citi- 
zen action the recommenda- 
tions of their transit commit- 
tee. And it’s a decision which 
will have to be made by both 
city and county residents. 


We're going to have to fig- 
ure out what we're going to do 
with our share of 1975's 100 
per cent increase in registered 
vehicles or we and all our 
families will be working either 
as parking lot or expressway 
attendants. 


Life and 
Death of 
_ Old House

THIS MONTH our old frame 
house in Clayton was wrecked, 
and I was not sorry. It was 
harder to see it stand empty 
and neglected than to see it 
decently destroyed. 


The pink dogwood which had 
been our joy every spring died 
last fall as if it anticipated the 
death of the house. Neighbors 
and friends came and dug up 
the climbing roses, grape hya- 
cinths, lilies and iris. Only the 
oak trees and lilac bushes are 
left of all that we considered 
home. 


One noon during the wreck- 
ing process I went out to see it. 
The second floor had already 
been removed and all of the 
first floor was rather pathet- 
ically exposed to the sunlight. 
The rooms looked shabby and 
smaller than they actually were, 
like an old play house aban- 
doned by its children. 


That was the wallpaper 
my mother had _ selected. 
There was the fireplace she 
so loved. How many scenes, 
both happy and sad, were 
played out in front of that 
fire! Conversations drifted 
back to me, decisions that 
were made irrevocably—were 
they right or wrong, wise oF 
foolish? — opportunities 
missed for saying the under- 
standing word, but other oc- 
casions when awareness 
made possible the right word, 
the just and tender word. 


OFTEN during my childhood 
the rooms were filled with peo- 
ple and laughter and lamp- 
light. Those were the days 
when my father was gay and 
strong, and my mother loved 
to have parties. She gave fag- 
got parties where each guest 
brought his own faggot and 
bugned it in the fireplace while 
he told a story; the faggot and 
the story must end together. 
There were labyrinth parties 
where each guest untied a 
piece of yarn from the hanging 
lamp in the hall and followed 
wherever it led through the 
house to his partner for the 
evening. 


By that south window my 
grandfather sat and read to 
me. And there was my 
grandmother’s sewing rocker; 
I sat on a hassack beside her 
and learned not only to sew 
a fine seam, but to whip and 
backstitch, featherstitch, and 
hemstitch; I pieced a quilt 
when I was 5. 


IN THAT SAME ROOM aft- 
er supper while my father 
read, mother did a sort of folk 
dance with me. We advanced 
toward each other from oppo- 
site corners while she sang, 


“I won't have any of your 
weevily wheat, 
And I won't have any of 
your barley. 
I must have the best of wheat 
To make a cake for Charley.” 


The wallpaper was pale blue 
and silver in those years, and 
the room looked immense to 
a child dancing toward her 
mother. 


Three times Life entered 
that house, and Death came 
three times for the members 
of the family. My brothers 
and I were born there, my 
grandparents and my father 
died there. More than once 
after we were grown my 
brothers or I returned to the 
house at a time of personal 
crisis; it received us and shel- 
tered us; it was always there. 

And now it is there no 
longer, after having served us 
well. “It takes a heap of liv- 
ing to make a house a home.” 
Our house saw a heap of liv- 
ing within its walls. That ig 
why, though the house be de- 
stroyed, the home that it be- 
came lives on.

Plug-In Fountains for 
Home Interiors. Patios

NEW YORK, Feb. 1 (UP). 


SOMETHING NEW has been 
added to the home decorting 
field—tiny “plug in” fountains. 

The fountains, ranging from 
about 10 to 30 inches high, 
come in three types: For the 
wall, table or floor. They fit in 
any room in the house, patios, 
gardens, and fish ponds. They 
can be plugged into standard 
household outlet, ‘take four 
watts of electricity and little 
water. 


“Decorators tell me more 
people are buying fountains for 
their homes today,” said John 
Rork, who operates the foun- 
tain mart here. “I think every- 
body likes moving water. It has 
an emotional appeal. That's 
why I hit on the idea.” 

Rork has the fountains cus- 
tom-made for his shop. Visitors 
may see the fountains all work- 
ing at once in the shop, which 
opened in September. He plans 
to start national distribution 
£00N 

“We're real pioneers in mod- 
ern wall fountains,” said Rork, 
whose associate is Bruce Cush- 
man, an industrial designer. 

“It’s a hew art form, and 
we're feeling around for new 
techniques, shapes and ideas.” 
Most designs come from sculp- 
tors and craftsmen, including 
an art professor at Skidmore 
College. 

The device that makes the 
miniature fountains possible is 
a small wheel which scoops 
water from a basin through 


a spout no bigger than a little 
finger joint. The wheel was 
developed from one Rork had 
designed for restaurant lobster 
tanks. 

“IT originally made the foun- 
tains for our home. Then. with 
our three daughters grown, my 
wife wanted an outside inter- 
est. I told her, ‘I'll give you 
a business.’ This is it. Now 
we don't have one fountain 
at home. They're all in the 
showroom,” he said 

The fountains, which can 
hold plants, gold fish or orna- 
ments such as coral forma- 
tions, can be made in any size 
and shape, plus a variety of 
materials. So far, they come 
in ceramic ware, bronze, cop- 
per, porcelain, glass and enam- 
eled metal, “but there are end- 
less possibilities, whatever the 
customer wants,” Rork said. 

Models include the “torso.” 
tall, vase-like pottery foun- 
tain; the “toadstool,” a whim- 
sical fountain with water 
splashing on colorful enameled 
toadstool shapes in the basin, 
and “the thing from outer 
space,’ a modern-type portable 
floor fountain sculptured in 
bronze — the most expensive 
model, priced at $500 

Some fountains spout col- 
ored water, although Rork pre- 
fers to keep it clear 

Largest fountain is a 16-by- 
30-inch indoor-outdoor model 
with four basins. The smallest 
fountains are mounted on 
stained glass or mirrors. “But 


some customers sav the mir- 
rors look like medicine cabi- 
nets,” said Rork.

OVE BETWEEN HUSBAND AND WIFE is tenderly

Oved. Titled “Shabbat Shalom” (Sabbath Peace), 
the duet is part of the repertory of Inbal, Dance 
Theater of Israel; now on its first tour of the United 
States. 

The organization comprises dancers, singers 
and musicians of Yemenite origin or parentage. 
They are the descendants of the small group of 
Jews who fled to Yemen in southern Arabia after 
the destruction of the Second Temple in the first 
century B.C. In 1949 the Yemenite Jews were flown 
en masse to Israel. 

To preserve their folklore, a small group of 
young Yemenite men and women was organized 
eight years ago by Sara Levi-Tanai, an Israeli-born 
teacher, choreographer and composer. They named 
their group Inbal, which in Hebrew means tongue 
of the bell. As Inbal experimented and developed, 
it began to synthesize three main cultural influ- 
ences: Yemenite folklore, Biblical teachings and 
modern Israeli pioneering. 

_ Margalith Oved and Meir Ovadia are the star 
dancers of the company. Margalith, 27 years old, 
has been with Inbal since it started. Her family at 

her becoming a dancer, finally con- 
sented after seeing the Biblical numbers. Meir, 26 
years old, was a combat infantryman in the Israeli 
war of independence, joined Inbal in 1950.

HE OVERTHROW of Venezuela's Dictator Mar- 
cos Perez Jimenez had its beginnings last sum- 
mer with the formation of an underground 
civilian movement. Against the heaviest of odds, 
this — worked to bring freedom to a nation that 
has known only brief periods of democracy. Jim- 
enez and his henchmen had almost unlimited funds 
from the nation’s oil wealth at their disposal and 
employed brutality without qualm against any op- 
position. But they neither detected nor deterred the 
newly formed junta, as such groups are called in 
Latin American countries. 

The group, headed by 29-year-old newspaper re- 
porter Fabricio Ojeda, worked with such cloak-and- 
dagger secrecy that none of its 100 key members 


knew the names of any fellow members until after | 


the Jimenez regime had fallen. Operations were 
co-ordinated through the four political parties rep- 
resented in the organization. The parties ranged 
from the right-of -center Christian Democrats to the 
Communists on the left. (Ojeda is a member of the 
left-of-center Republican Democratic Union.) As 
insurance against a one-party take-over of the 
junta, unanimous decisions were required. 

Initially the group worked to build up pressure 
ot free elections last December. When Jimenez

announced a rigged, no-opposition ballot instead, 
the junta changed its goals. It formed strike, fac- 
tory, feminine and student committees.

An ill-fated air force revolt New Year's day, 
in disgust over the rigged election, showed that 
chinks had developed in Jimenez’s strong military 
support. As the harried dictator desperately shuffled 
and reshuffled his cabinet in efforts to maintain 
power, the civilian junta organized a general strike 
in Caracas, the capital. 

When the strike went into its second day, army 
units began defecting from Jimenez. Then a five- 
member military junta, headed by Rear Admiral 
Lee game | Larrazabal, ousted the dictator and took 
power. But the civilian junta withheld support of 
the new rulers until all Jimenez elements were de- 
posed and the new regime became predominantly 
civilian in make-up. 

High on the list of demands by the civilian 
junta were restoration of all personal freedoms and 
early national elections. The group's effectiveness 
and widespread <9" support made these aims 
seem within reach as order was being restored in 
the tension-ridden land last week.

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STRANGE DEATH OF THE PILOT WHALES 


Attempt to Save Nine Panic-Stricken Mammals at Florida Aquarium Ends in Failure 


Straining with their heavy burden, rescue workers carry 
a whale in a sling, normally used for porpoises, from the 
beach to a truck. The pilot whale, also known as black- 
fish, is a member of the dolphin family. They reach a 
length of 28 feet and a weight of several tons, but the 
largest in this herd was a 1500-pounder, 13 feet long. 


At Marineland, the pilot whale is lowered 
into the lagoon with a mobile power winch. 
Divers accompanied whales in the water for 
a time, soothing them so they would make 
no further attempts to beach themselves. 


ISTORY has recorded many 
instances of pilot whales, 

in a behavior pattern :pe- 
culiar to the species, committing 
mass suicide by swimming up 
on beaches to strand themselves 
and die. What drives them to 
such an unnatural death is not 
known. Often they choose a 
lonely beach or far away island 
where their demise is an accom- 
plished fact before they are 
discovered. 

Recently, however, a herd 
of 57 pilot whales was found on 
a beach near Marineland, a 
large aquarium 18 miles south 
of St. Augustine, Florida. Res- 
cue workers from the marine 
studio moved quickly, but many 
of the whales already had per- 
ished from exposure to sun and 
air or suffocation when the ris- 
ing tide covered their blowholes. 
However, nine were saved and, 
at considerable effort, taken 
back to a quiet lagoon at the 
aquarium. There the panic- 
stricken mammals were calmed 
by expert handlers and treated 
for the battering they encoun- 
tered coming over reefs and on 
to the beach. 

The whales were given 
food, but refused to eat; then 
they were force fed a favorite 
diet, squid. But their appetites 
refused to revive. Within three 
weeks all the pilot whales died 
in what was meant to have been 
a haven from whatever ancient 
fear drove them from their seas. 
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Stranded high on the beach, a herd of pilot whales struggles 

against death as curious motorists look on. Some experts 

theorize that the self-destructive stranding results from blind 
panic, much like that which affects cattle in stampede.

—-— investigate the possible relocation of some parts 
and the advisability of certain spurs and connec- 
tions not mentioned in the pre-election announce- 
ments. 

Upon completion of its work, Sverdrup & 
Parcel recommended last month that the road- 
way be built along the route designated by the 
"x" markings on the map at right. This route 
had met widespread opposition from the affected . 
communities when proposed by the firm last 
summer in a preliminary report and was rejected 
at that time by the County Council. 

After Sverdrup & Parcel issued its final re- 
port, County Supervisor Luman F. Matthews 
urged the Council to approve with one modifica- 
tion the route that had been described in the 
bond issue campaign. The location favored by 
Matthews is shown in the strip maps on these 
two pages. In a letter to the Council he said 
the route proposed by the engineering firm 
“would cause so much dislocation of homes and 
business that mounting opposition might delay 
starting construction for years.’ He emphasized 
the importance of an early decision by the 
Council. 

Council members then scheduled a series 
of private meetings with representatives of mu- 
nicipalities, through which the highway would 
pass, to get their views. 

Besides designating a route, the Council will 
have to decide a plan of procedure. The 
$16,100,000 amount voted in the bond issue was 
estimated at the time to be sufficient to buy the 
entire right-of-way and build about one-fourth 
7 of the expressway.

A view from 9,000 feet 


by LOUISE A. BOYD 


Explorer and geographer 


In this International Geophysical Year, with scientists 
at work in lonely camps in the polar regions, my 
thoughts return to my own Arctic expeditions. Today, 
knowledge of these vast ice-covered areas is vital to us 
all. The more we know about them, the better we can 
meet today's global problems. 

So I take deep satisfaction in knowing that the sci- 
entific findings | made in my eight treks in the Far 
North helped pave the way for today’s explorations. 
These findings — some of them secret — are in the 
hands of the U. S. Government.

Aside from the contribution which every scientist 
makes to our nation’s welfare, great personal rewards, 
often intangible, also await him. The thrill of adven 
ture as he probes an uncharted field — the sense of 
pride and gratification as he reaches an aimed-for goal 
— such things can be his meat and drink. 

One of these intangible rewards came my way three 
summers ago. Although my work had taken me to 
many lands, since I was a little girl I had dreamed of 
going to one very special place. And I had never been 
there. So it was that on June 16, 1955, I chartered a 
special plane, gathered an American crew and took off 
from Bodé, Norway. 

North, north, north we flew. Soon we left all land 
behind us. From the cabin window I saw great 
stretches of ocean flecked with patches of white float- 
ing ice. Now the ice became denser, its jagged edges 
surrounding open pools of sea. And as I saw the ocean 
change to massive fields of solid white, my heart leaped 
up. I knew we were approaching my goal. 

Then — in a moment of happiness which I shall 
never forget — our instruments told me we were 
there. For directly below us, 9,000 feet down, lay the 
North Pole! No cloud in the brilliant blue sky hid our 
view of this glorious field of shining ice. Suddenly | 
felt we had an invisible passenger — the Almighty. 

In a moment of silence and reverent awe the crew 
and | gave thanks for this priceless sight. We crossed 
the Pole, then circled it, flying “around the world” in 
a matter of minutes. Then we departed. My Arctic 
dream had come true. .

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A closeup look 
at [ke’s workday 


Neither heart attack, intestinal disorder nor 
stroke has changed his approach to the job

WASHINGTON, D. C. 
Last November the world was stunned to hear of Presi- 
dent Eisenhower's latest illness. Doctors called it 
blockage of a small artery in the brain — a “small 
stroke.” But two days later Ike was back at work. Soon 
he flew to Paris for the “Summit” NATO meetings. 

Since then, Americans naturally have wondered: 
How did he do it? Has this sickness changed the 
President, or not? How does he feel now about his 
capabilities? Today, what is his daily life like? 

PARADE got the answers from White House sources 
with whom Ike works closely. Here they are: 

Not one of his health (Cor political) setbacks has 
caused President Eisenhower to lose confidence in 
himself. In fact, his faith in himself seems to have 
been strengthened in recent weeks. 

Maj. Gen. Howard Snyder, the President's personal 
physician, says Ike has a tremendous capacity for “self- 
therapy” — the ability to muster from within great 
optimism and will-power. For example, after his No- 
vember attack he joked about the temporary speech 
difficulty it caused. “This ability to laugh at himself,” 
says Snyder, “was a big factor in his fast recovery.” 

The President looks upon the possibility of another 
stroke, heart attack or intestinal disorder with com- 
plete calm. He does not brood, but considers his fate 
in the hands of a Higher Power. 


Spiritual Qualities — and Temper 


Ike’s aides report that increasingly he alludes to 
God in letters and in speech. His religious advisor de- 
clares: “The President has a more mature understand- 
ing and grasp of faith than ever before.” Interestingly, 
Ike once requested 50 copies of a sermon delivered by 
his pastor dealing with “mastery of moods” by re- 
ligious practice. 

Still intensely human, Ike’s celebrated temper seems 
to be somewhat sharpened by the irritation of restric- 
tions which his health places upon him. An active 
man all his life, he becomes restless if confined too 
long to a chair. He is likely to barge out of a meeting 
which he considers stuffy or unproductive and begin 
swatting golf balls on the White House lawn. He did 


that on occasion shortly after his November stroke. 

Details long have irritated Ike; now they may in- 
furiate him. He prefers to lay down a program in 
general terms, leaving the detail work to subordinates. 
He wants one answer to a question, not two or three 
from which to select. 

Still the President likes to sink his teeth into a big 
issue, a tough, challenging problem that he finds in- 
triguing. He is impatient over the petty chores of the 
Presidency. After his heart attack, he said to his Cab- 
inet: “Don’t you dare feed me mush.” The warning 
still holds. 


Two Hours for Lunch 
Ike has slowed down slightly since the blood clot. 


Generally he retires at 10 p.m.; formerly, he went to 
bed at 10:30 or a little later. He now also takes a 
two-hour midday break. 

Broadly speaking, Ike’s day goes something like this: 
Up at 7 a.m.; in his office (White House West Wing) 
by 8:15; work till noon; midday break; back to work 
till 5:30 or so; dinner; then relaxation or occasional 
light work. 

Today Ike’s daily food intake is limited to 1,800 
calories — a weight-maintenance diet suited to a man 
of his age and physical makeup. He avoids fatty meats 
and rich creamy desserts. His breakfast is likely to 
consist of fruit juice, one boiled egg, bacon, toast and 
black, coffee. His luncheon and dinner menus stress 
salads, meat and vegetable dishes. 

If the weather is nice, Ike walks outdoors to and 
from his office — which, of course, he could reach 
without leaving shelter. When he does walk outside, 
he almost always wears a hat; he is said to be more 
than a little sensitive about his baldness. 

This does not mean that Ike is ready to withdraw or 
retire. He is not the quitting kind. He has told friends: 
“This desk of mine is one at which a man may die, 
but from which he cannot resign.” 

Ike is cautious where his health is concerned. He 
realizes how important it is. He now sees his doctor 
twice a day for checkups. They usually take only a few 
minutes each. 


If he felt his health impaired the Presidency, Ike 
would change his mind about resigning. His sense of 
duty is illustrated by his last order before he was 
wheeled into the operating room at Walter Reed Hos- 
pital here for his ileitis operation. The order alerted 
all American military-forces, throughout the world, to 
stand by to repel a lightning atomic attack. 

The President had no special fears concerning the 
international picture at that time. But he realized that 
he would be under anesthesia for four hours or so. 
Only he, as commander-in-chief, could ready U. S. 
defense forces in an emergency. So he did this before 
his required surgical blackout. 

This action spotlights the great responsibility on 
the man in the White House. It gives increasing ur 
gency to the question now before Congress: What 
happens when the President is ill or disabled? Ike is 
eager to get that answered. He is-mot prepared to 
leave his responsibility in a vacuum. “The gap must 
be filled,” he keeps telling his staff. 

Today the President has cut paperwork, hand shak- 
ing and party-going to a bare minimum. Those who 
are admitted to the nation’s most exclusive office 
must have good reason. Still they stream in, eager to 
deposit problems on the presidential desk. 

When they emerge, they usually warn Ike’s appoint 
ments secretary, Robert Gray: “Take good care of him. 
Don't let too many people interfere with his work.” 


An Echo from MacArthur 


Ike dislikes arguers, but stands ready to wade into 
an argument. Once he confided te Press Secretar 
James Hagerty that, when he served as a major on 
General MacArthur's Philippines staff, “I differed 
many times with the General and often I almost quit.” 

Now, when Hagerty encounters the President in an 
impatient moment, he simply says, “Mr. President, 
remember the major back in the Philippines?” 

Ike still does. He still smiles that famous Eisen- 
hower smile. He still is prepared to tackle any prob- 
lem by talking it out before reaching a decision. In a 
phrase: after five years in the White House and three 
illnesses, Ike still is Ike. *

An inside report on

One year ago today Michael Todd, the Broadway show 
man, who has promoted himself into an international 
legend via one motion picture, married actress Eliza 
beth Taylor in Acapulco, Mexico. And one year ago, 
many Hollywood savants declared flatly that the 25 
year age difference between bride and groom was too 
wide a span for either to bridge. 

Several producers, envious and resentful of Todd's 
fantastic success in filming Around the World in 80 
Days Cit grossed $25 million in 65 weeks), pointed to 
the nervy little promoter’s unalloyed record of incon- 
stancy. A trio of actresses, obviously jealous of Miss 
Taylor’s good fortune, announced that the marriage 
couldn't possibly last because the couple was drasti- 
cally mismated. 

Explained one: “Ever since he ran girlie shows on 
the midway, Mike Todd has gone in for flashy dames 
— dames who wear brass knuckles on their tongues 
— like Gypsy Rose Lee, Joan Blondell (his second 
wife) and Evelyn Keyes. These are razor-sharp wise- 
cracking showgirls who know all the angles. Com 
pared to them, Liz Taylor’s a babe in arms. As Mrs. 
Mike Todd, I give her five, maybe six months.” 

Despite these envy-inspired prophesies, the Todd- 
Taylor marriage today is enormously successful. 
Blessed with the arrival last August of an adorable 
daughter, Liza (full name: Elizabeth Frances Todd), 
the marriage features what friends of both partici- 
pants least expected — a mutual respect, a give-and- 
take relationship, a tempestuous love affair that shows 
no signs of wearing down. 


Marriage Has Reformed Mike 


Before his marriage to Liz, Mike Todd was a 
gambler, a compulsive cigar-smoker and a diner with 
the occasional table manners of a Minsk peasant. To- 
day, though he still sprinkles his conversation with 
race track metaphors — “There's no sense playing 
the field with dames . . . I ain’t goin’ across the board 
with this project” — he no longer is the number-one 
darling of bookies or croupiers. 

His wife has seen to that. She also has talked him 
into abandoning cigars, a great and noble sacrifice 
since cigar-smoking was such an integral part of the 
Mike Todd legend, and scrupulously adhering to a 
diet. Todd now is down to 150 Ibs. — he is 5’8”, and 
looks 10 years younger than his approximate 50. His 
table manners also have improved, since he no longer 
has the desire to taste everyone else's food. 

As for Mrs. Todd, the marriage has made changes 
in her, too. The most noticeable is that she now punc- 
tuates her speech with a wide variety of Jewish col- 
loquialisms.

Abe “Toddy” Goldbogen learned to 
hustle for a buck with the best of them.

Maury Ritzlin, son of the owner who 
hired Mike, remembers him well. “Mike,” 
he says, “was alwavs a bright kid who 
knew all the angles. Everybody liked the 
little punk. He had a lot of get-up about 
him, a lot of push. I remember one time 
he applied to the State Board of Pharmacy 
for an apprentice license. They sent it to 
him as they did to everyone else who ap- 
plied, but it made him feel like a million 
bucks. It gave him the stature he wanted 
so badly. 

“Later,” Ritzlin recalls, “in 1926, '27, 
he went into the construction game in 
Hollywood with my brother-in-law Harry 
Laifman, and.I think they put up one 
apartment house.” 


Bosamy Girls and Low Comedy 


In 1933, Todd entered show business 
via the Chicago Century of Progress Ex- 
position. He produced The Flame Dance, 
a tricky act featuring a tall, flaming candle 
and a well-built young woman wearing an 
asbestos zipper costume. 

Mike soon had enough money to put 
together a vaudeville unit, Bring on the 
Dames. It did so well in the provinces that 
the boy wonder decided to flatter New 
York with his presence. 

His first two Broadway productions 
were resounding failures. But later, Todd 
redeemed himself by staging four success- 
ful and sexy sideshows at the New York 
World’s Fair and producing such stand- 
out musicals as Star and Garter with 
Gypsy Rose Lee; Something for the Boys 
with Ethel Merman; Mexican Hayride 
with Bobby Clark, his favorite comedian; 
and Up In Central Park. He also produced 
The Naked Genius with Joan Blondell, 
whom he married in 1947.

When Todd goes broke, as he did in 
1947 when he was declared a bankrupt 
with liabilities of $1,105,616.78, he goes 
broke with a bang. When he makes money, 
he hits it big. Over the years, 21 of his 
legitimate attractions have grossed an ap- 
proximate total of $18 million. 

Todd's finances, until he released 80 
Days, were always manic-depressive, one 
day up, the next day down. By 1950, for 
example, after having been almost hope- 
lessly in the red, Todd paid back more 
than $850,000 of the debts that caused 
his bankruptcy. He asked the court to 
withdraw the bankruptcy petition. The 
court complied, and Todd paid off dollar 
for dollar. 

Although he cloaks his financial history 
in a mumbo jumbo of con talk, it is well 
known that Mike always has had unlim- 
ited credit with such old friends as Joe 
Schenck, one of the founders of 20th 
Century-Fox; Izzy Rappaport, a Baltimore 
theater owner; Jack Dietz, an independ- 
ent film producer, and a few others. 

Todd has claimed many times that he 
owns 100 per cent of Around the World 
in 80 Days — in fact he made that state- 
ment to me one night after he sold eight 
per cent of the film to the Columbia 
Broadcasting System for $1,500,000 — 
but most of his claims are subject to daily 
change. The truth is that he owns around 
75 per cent of the film outright, having 
sold small percentages to Dietz, Rappa- 
port and perhaps a few others because of

their previous kindnesses to him. Still, 
Todd’s take on the production should 
reach $72 million. 

While such a sum is enough for most 
men to last a lifetime, no one can spend it 
faster than Todd. If the mood strikes him, 
he will spend a million or two on gifts 
for his wife, buy a theater, as he did the 
Selwyn in Chicago, or give hefty bonuses 
to the 300 employees in his rapidly ex- 
panding organization. 

He is about to produce Don Quixote in 
Spain, but until Liz finishes her MGM 
commitment (Cat On a Hot Tin Roof), 
Todd is making his Quixote preparations 
in Palm Springs. Here he lives like a sul- 
tan, in a magnificent rented mansion with 
Liz, her two sons by a previous marriage, 
Mike 4 and Chris 2, and his own Liza. 
Other occupants of the mansion are Mr. 
and Mrs. Michael Todd, Jr. and their two 
children. Both. Todd families get along 
famously. 


“The Soul of an Angel” 


Some weeks ago I called on Todd's 
mother, who lives under nurse’s care in 
the Orchard Gables Sanitarium in Holly- 
wood. I asked her what sort of fellow Mike 
was as a little boy. “My little, blue-eyed 
Avromaleh,” she remembered. “When he 
was born, he had the soul of an angel.” 

Time has clipped the angel's wings, 
and the long hard road up has galvanized 
his soul, but the heart of Michael Todd

DAMASCUS, SYRIA. 
On the scorched triangle of land called Syria, 
3 million Arabs are stirring an explosive mix- 
ture. Offstage, the world’s great powers 
watch, knowing an explosion here could en- 
velop the whole world in flames. Syria — 
modest in size, backward in development, 
mostly wasteland geographically — is one of 
the world’s great tinderboxes. 

On these pages you see the ingredients: oil 
and oil riches, Arab hatred of Israel, Arab 
yearnings for a better tomorrow, increasing 
militarism — and a courtship. Syria's suitor 


is Russia. A few months ago the Soviet began 
to press arms on eager Syrians; it has offered 
to build railroads, hydroelectric plants, high- 
ways, irrigation networks, fertilizer plants — 
without strings attached. 

Has the West lost strategic Syria to Com- 
munism? Again and again I was told, “We 
are not Communists and never will be Com- 
munists.”

Syria mixes yesterday and today—and hungers for tomorrow 


When St. Paul made his famous journey 
to Damascus, many Syrians lived in mud 
huts, tended flocks and plowed with oxen. 
Two thousand years later, the countryside 
has changed little. But there are islands of 
today in/this world of yesterday, and Syria 
has plans for bringing the whole nation 
into the modern age — on Syrian terms. 
This, say Syrians, is why the country 
turned to Moscow for help with economic 
development. The West attached strings: 
money must be spent in Western coun- 
tries, and the donor must have some say-so 
in how the money was spent. Russia’s gift 
had no strings — or so Syrians claim. 
One disgruntled Syrian pointed out the 
Soviet-Syrian agreement allowed Russia to 
handle all project planning, donate equip- 
ment and furnish technical advisers. 
“Strings without end,” this man said. But 
politicians like House Speaker Akram 
Hourani point out Syria has the right to 
veto each project. He, like Sarraj, implied 
that Syria is using Russia for its own ends. 


WATER FOR THE DESERT is the promise of 
this German engineer, digging an irrigation 
canal through Orontes River marshes near the 


Hourani and others distinguish sharply 
between Russia, the generous friend to the 
north, and Communism, which they claim 
to hate. Today Russian influence in Syria 
is slight; the government says there are 
less than a dozen technical advisers. But 
Communism seems to be gaining ground. 

The Communist daily, Al Nur, has 
Damascus’ largest circulation. Municipal 
elections were postponed, I was told, be- 
cause Socialist Hourani feared a Com- 
munist sweep. Syria claims its peasantry 
is immune to Communism, but during my 
visit I watched a protest demonstration 
against big landlords, who own 55 per 
cent of Syrian land. Such a demonstration, 
I was told, never had happened before. 

Although its weapons are Russian, the 
Syrian army is being trained by Egyptians. 
As an army, it is weak. It has 35,000 men, 
who will require two to three years’ train- 
ing; two dozen Russian jets, 50 new Rus- 
sian tanks and a small amount of artillery.

has been threatening it would hardly last a 
week alone. 

The tough Turks to the north could crush 
Syria. Arab Iraq, with 55,000 men in arms, 
and a jet air force, and Jordan, with its crack 
Arab Legion, are out of Syria’s class. And 
Israel has a 100,000 man army and is grow- 
ing stronger daily. 

Arabs probably would not fight among 
themselves, fearing Israel would gain. But 
hatred of Israel persists — I found it stronger 
than ever— and Russia is feeding this hatred 
by furnishing arms to Arabs. The West, by 
contrast, is trying to keep the sides balanced 
until talks can be arranged to bring a set- 
tlement. 

And Russia has hinted that any war in- 
volving Syria would bring Soviet “volunteers” 
in droves. This could mean Western inter- 
vention, and then world war. At stake would 
be not Syria but the oil deposits farther east. 
The West has them; Russia wants them. This 
is a fate of Syria — a pawn in a huge chess

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How a good TEEN CENTER 


In a Pennsylvania town, Parade’s expert finds valuable information 
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DANCING to their own jukebox, teenagers enjoy the Y-Canteen in Carlisle, Pa. A local dance favorite: the “chalypso.”

IKE PING PONG? Dancing? Hacking 
} Sealine with your friends afternoons 
and evenings? 

If you do, you're for a teen center. I’ve 
recently been interviewing authorities and 
visiting centers —— they are springing up 
everywhere and have found that many 
are still being run by guesswork, trial and 
error. I’ve also learned that haphazard 
management and the troubles it brings 
can be avoided. 

Let's take as a model the Y-Canteen in 
Carlisle, Pa., near Harrisburg. In Septem- 
ber, 1955, Arvella (Tiny) Lefever and 
Beverly McArver, both then 15, decided 
they wanted a teen center. 

They and some of their friends sold the 
idea to adult members of the YWCA and 
things began to hum. A little more than 
hve months later, in March, 1956, Car- 
lisle’s Y-Canteen opened. Today it has 325 
members. 

Can teenagers anywhere do the same? 
I think so — if they follow certain rules. 


Beverly and Tiny say, “You have to 


have grown-ups. You need them to help 
find a place to meet and raise money. Once 
the center is started, you need their back- 
ing.” 

Possible sponsors include the Board of 
Education, church groups, the National 
Recreation Association. In Carlisle, the Y 
Board took on the job. It chose one adult 
to be in charge of money raising, one to 
work with contractors, one to help teens 
organize themselves. 


Financing a Center 


‘ 
. 


The resulting center cost $17,000. 
Sounds like a lot of money, doesn’t it? — 
especially for a town of 16,000. But the 
teens themselves raised $10,000 by tap- 
ping Carlisle citizens for anywhere from 
$1.to $3,000 each. The Y put in the re- 
maining $7,000. 

The money went to renovate a room in 
the basement of the Y; install a snack bar, 
jukebox and Ping Pong table; equip an 
adjoining kitchen and rest rooms. 

The center has changed since it first 


opened. Junior members got their art di- 
rector to supervise the painting of a mural. 
Senior teens raised $299.25 for a tile 
dance floor by putting on a fashion show 
and by “selling” tiles for 10¢ apiece. Boys 
from the mill and cabinet class helped 
lay tiles. All the Y had to add to pay the 
final bill was $7.25. 

Carlisle’s Y-Canteen is run by a board 
of governors made up of a boy and a girl 
from each grade, 7 through 12, plus two 
adults. The original board set up rules 
and penalties for misbehavior, decided on 
dues ($1 a year), chose furnishings. The 
present board meets once a month to dis- 
cuss current problems. ( Was the scarring 
of the new paint job accidental — or ac- 
cidental on purpose? ) 

Every center has its own rules. Carlisle’s 
forbids smoking. Many others permit it. 
Some centers don’t let members leave and 
come back during the evening. Some make 
rules about dress. 

Dues, however small, give members the 
feeling of belonging. Carlisle issues non-

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The mother of film star Debra 
Paget tells why she reduced— 
and how Parade started it all 


by MARGARET GIBSON 
as told to Lloyd Shearer 


HOLLYWOOD. 
For 15 years I had been telling myself that I had to 
reduce. “Margaret,” I'd say, “you can’t go on like this. 
You're 5 feet 2 and you weigh 285 pounds. People 
are mistaking you for Mt. Whitney. If you won't think 
of yourself, think of Debbie. She’s a movie star. Your 
appearance is working against her.” 

Year after year I gave myself such pep talks. They 
did no good. I kept gorging myself with food. As I 
grew heavier and heavier, I blamed the additional 
weight on my glands, on the aftermath of childbirth, 
on everyone and everything but myself. 

At the same time, the people around the studios 
began to take me for granted. “Debra Paget's mother, 
fat, old jolly Maggie”... “She’d make a wonderful 


handball court” .. . “What a great model for Omar 
the tent maker”... “Notre Dame wants her for a 
running guard”... All these wisecracks served to 


make me into a “character.” Once you become a char- 
acter in this town, you are accepted for what you are; 
and, being accepted, you have no impetus to change. 

Even so, I was always self-conscious about my bulk. 
| was mirror-shy. When I summoned up my courage 
and looked in the mirror, I blocked out what I saw; 
and my mind traveled back to when I was in show 
business myself, a young, svelte, small-boned girl. 

Secretly I kept yearning for those wonderful, ego- 
satisfying davs. And I kept hiding from photographers 
when they came to the house to shoot home layouts of 
Debbie and the family. As soon as I heard that a pho- 
tographer was coming, | always threw on a coat to 
hide my figure. 


A Camera Did the Trick 


It was a series of photographs taken by Lloyd 
Shearer for PARADE that finally inspired me to reduce. 
Lloyd came to the house to interview Debbie and asked 
if I'd pose with her... was already wearing my trusty 
old coat, so I agreed. Later he sent me copies of the 
results. 

When I saw these photos, I said to myself: “Mar- 
garet, this does it. No matter what happens, you've 
got to reduce.” 

I resolved to start on Thanksgiving. (This was in 
1956.) That week Debbie and I left for Mexico, where 
she was scheduled to start work on River's Edge with 
Ray Milland and Anthony Quinn. On the plane down 
I ate nothing. And for the next two days I fasted com- 
pletely except for coffee. 

This is no way to diet. I know that. To diet sensibly 
one should go to a doctor, be examined, have the 
doctor prescribe a low-calory diet. 

I did none of that. I wanted to test my will-power,

to see how long I could go without food and just what 
that would do to me. Would it make me nervous? 
Weak? Irritable? Actually, it did none of those things. 
It just made me hungry. So after three days of fasting 
I ordered a thick steak and two glasses of orange juice. 
That — plus coffee —- was it for the day. 

And that was the schedule I stuck to. Each week I 
would have two or three steaks, orange juice, a lot of 
coffee. In six weeks I lost nearly 40 pounds. 

I repeat, this is no way for the average person to 
lose weight. It’s extremely risky. It can play havoc 
with your constitution. But it worked for me. It 
worked because I knew that I could not limit myself 
to small amounts of food. 

By the time Debbie and I got back to Hollywood, 
fasting had become a part of my life. I would eat noth- 
ing for three days, then have anything I wanted on the 
fourth, not just steak but anything. This was a modifi- 
cation I dreamed up myself. 

And I continued to lose weight. In seven months | 
dropped 100 pounds. Physically and mentally I felt 
much better. But still I wouldn't shed my coat in front 
of photographers or reporters. 

Last May, for a few fast moments, I thought of 
backsliding —— largely because all the coffee I was 
drinking was beginning to make me rather nervous. 
Then my will-power reasserted itself, and I kept at it. 

On Thanksgiving, just one year after I started my 
routine, I was down to 135 pounds. I can’t tell you 
how happy I was, how proud Debbie and the rest of 
the children were of their mother. 

Today my weight is 130; and that’s where I intend 
to keep it. I’m no longer self-conscious or afraid of 
photographers or reporters. I don’t even mind posing 
without my coat. 

I've earned the respect of the community, our 
friends, my family — and most important, myself. It 
was a tough job, and I recommend it to no one. But I'm 
awfully glad I did it. It’s made a new woman of me. B
